Statistics in dicate that 22-million 
Americans of the present generation 
may expect to be struck by cancer. More 
than 600 persons die from cancer every 
passing day in the United States. There 
will be 225,000 deaths from this cause 
during the present year. 


This is a dark picture and the public 
is being told that ten years must elapse 
before a cure may be expected. 


Meanwhile, the article in Man’s Maga- 
zine now on the newsstands which I 
have just mentioned, explains how a 
steady stream of cancer victims are be- 
ing cured at the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic 
of Dallas, Texas, by a method that or- 
ganized medicine refuses to officially re- 
cognize.

Instead of fighting Harry M. Hoxsey, 
every doctor in the United States should 
be helping him or at least investigating, 
with an open mind, the system of treat- 
ment that bears his name. Because of the 
enormous circulation, that Man’s Maga- 








zine enjoys, the courageous article which 
it is now circulating will go far in 
spreading enlightenment and shaping 
public opinion in Dr. Hoxsey’s favor. 


Now listen carefully, while I read the 
editorial preface, part of what the edi- 
tors have to say preceding the article, 
conditioning the reader’s mind, for 
what is to follow (and I quote): 


“Editor’s note. Here is the most im- 
portant article we have ever published— 
the astounding story of the Hoxsey 
Clinic, where cancer victims are being 
given new hope with a treatment that 
may prove to be one of the best cures for 
the disease.

HE FIRST THING to rivet the atten- 

tion of the visitor, upon entering the 
main lobby of the General Assembly 
Building at United Nations headquar- 
ters in New York, is a huge image of the 
Greek god Zeus, at the left. 


This figment of pagan imagination, 
one of the most profligate of all the 
ancient deities, provides the only religi- 
ous motif found on the premises. For 
the United Nations is an atheistic crea- 
tion. 


The pretentious buildings in which 
the organization is housed, exemplify- 
ing a type of architecture never before 
seen on this earth, causes the Bible stu- 
dent to recall the story recorded in the 
eleventh chapter of Genesis. 


There are three buildings, located on 
eighteen acres of what one worlders like 
to call “international soil.” They are the 
General Assembly Building, the Confer- 
ence Building and the Secretariat Build- 
ing — erected at a cost of 76-million 
dollars. The city of New York spent an- 
other 26-million reconstructing streets, 
drives and approaches. 


The latter of three buildings mention- 
ed in the preceding paragraph is tall, 
narrow and breath-taking, coated with 
5,400 windows. Ten window washers 
give full time to keeping them clean.

Fifty-one nations comprised the orig- 
inal membership of the United Nations 
but the number has since increased to 
sixty. Its business is transacted in every 
major language of the world. 


An attempt is being made, independ- 
ent of God, to solve all the problems 
which afflict mankind. This is by no 
means the first time that such an effort 
has been put forth. History records 
many similar attempts but never before 
on such a grandiose scale. 


We think of the Babel builders who 
said: “Go to, let us build us a city and a 
tower, whose top may reach unto heav- 
en; and let us make us a name, lest we 
be scattered abroad upon the face of the 
whole earth.” 


Let us make us a name! God’s name 
was conspicuously absent. The tendency 
was to defy God and deify man. Who 
will say that a similar mistake is not be- 
ing made today?

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In the reconstruction period that fol- 
lowed the great deluge, Noah’s decend- 
ants settled on a plain called Shinar 
during the course of their wanderings. 
There, in addition to establishing a city, 
they thought to construct a tower high 
enough to pierce heaven, as a monument 
to their fame and a center of social co- 
hesion and union. Their One World pro- 
gram included the use of one language. 
“The whole earth was of one language 
and one speech.” 


God was completely ignored. The 
plan was frustrated. Tongues were con- 
fused and the people scattered in all di- 
rections. 


Moffatt translates Genesis 11:9 to 
read: “Hence it was called Babylon, be- 
cause it was there that the Eternal made 
a babble of tongues of the whole earth, 
and there that the Eternal scattered men 
all over the wide earth.” 


Max Mueller, the comparative philo- 
logist, says concerning the common or- 
igin of speech: “We have examined all 
possible forms which language can as- 
sume, and we now ask, can we reconcile 
with these three distinct forms, the ra- 
dical, the terminational, the inflection- 
al, the admission of one common origin 
of human speech? I answer decidedly, 


Yes.” 


Archaeology has something to say 
about the Tower of Babel and its build- 
ers. Remains of towers have been exca- 
vated in many cities of Mesopotamia. 
Clay tablets refer to them as “ziggur- 
ats.” Shrines were invariably erected at 
the tops of the towers. Uniformity sug- 
gests that most of them were patterned 
after an original. 


Harper’s Bible Dictionary credits 
Hammurabi (the Amraphel of Genesis 
14:1) with starting the construction of 
the Tower of Babel. It was a seven-story 
ziggurat. Each of the lower six stories 
formed a platform on which the next 
was built. The collapse of the structure 
and the system it symbolized left a de- 
basing effect upon all subsequent gener- 
ations.

ROPAGANDISTS for the United Na- 
tions like to picture their organiza- 
tion as an evolution starting with the 
signing of the Atlantic Charter (1941), 
the Washington Declaration of 26 na- 
tions (1942), the Moscow Declaration 








(1942), Dumbarton Oaks Proposals 
(1944), the Yalta Conference (1945), 
the Committee of Jurists (1945) and fi- 
nally the San Francisco Conference of 
the same year. 


But back of these external develop- 
ments was a group of determined men, 
carefully planted and hidden, moving

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stealthily toward the setting up of a 
world system with themselves in control. 


On August 14, 1941, during a confer- 
ence at sea, Roosevelt and Churchill is- 
sued a statement of eight principles, as 
an objective toward which enlightened 
peoples should strive. World War II 
was then in progress. Germany had at- 
tacked Russia a short time earlier. 


The Lend Lease scheme, which placed 
an unprecedented tax burden on the 
American people, was already in opera- 
tion. Soviet Russia was given eleven bil- 
lion dollars to save her from destrue- 
tion and to build the military machine 
which now threatens western civiliza- 
tion. The idealism expressed in the At- 
lantic Charter vanished. 


On January 1, 1942, the term “United 
Nations” was used for the first time 
when Roosevelt, Churchill, Litvinoff 
and Soong signed a statement called the 
United Nations Declaration. Represen- 
tatives of 22 other countries signed it 
the following day. The compact provid- 
ed that none of the signatories would ac- 


cept separate peace with any of the Axis | 


powers. 


On October 30, 1942, the United 
States, England, Russia and China sign- 
ed a statement called the Moscow De- 
claration, which anticipated the estab- 
lishing of an international organization 
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based on the principle of sovereign 
equality of all nations, large and small. 


On October 9, 1944 an outline of in- 
ternational procedure known as the 
Dumbarton Oaks Proposals, was releas- 
ed from Washington. This resulted from 
exploratory discussions covering sever- 
al weeks by representatives of the same 
four powers. 


On February 4, 1945 a conference 
convened at Yalta in the Crimea attend- 
ed by Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin. 
It concluded with the announcement 
that an agreement had been reached to 
call a “Conference of United Nations” 
at San Francisco to open April 25th of 
the same year. 


The word Yalta is a synonym for 
tragedy in American governmental af- 
fairs, Alger Hiss, the convicted spy, do- 
minated the United States delegation. 
Nationalist China was betrayed by deals 
that placed Manchuria, Korea and Outer 
Mongolia at Moscow’s mercy. Promises 
previously made at Cairo by Roosevelt 
to Chiang Kai-shek were flagrantly vio- 
lated. The Atlantic Charter was buried. 
American diplomacy was reduced to its 
most humiliating level. Stalin won at 
every point. 


On April 9, 1945 a group of jurists 
representing 44 countries met in Wash- 
ington and after several days submitted 
a statute for setting up an International 
Court of Justice. 


On April 25, 1945 the United Nations 
Conference on International Organiza- 
tion opened at San Francisco. The man- 
ner in which Alger Hiss maneuvered 
things from behind the scenes at this 
gathering is noted by the following in- 
cident: 


Edward R. Stettinius was at the time 
Secretary of State and ostensibly leader 
of the American delegation. But Hiss ar- 
ranged for Dalton Trumbo, a Holly- 
wood writer, to be constantly at Stettin- 
ius’ elbow and write all of his speeches. 


Trumbo later became one of the 
“Hollywood Ten” who defied the Com- 
mittee On Un-American Activities by re- 
fusing to state whether he was a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party. He was 
convicted of contempt of Congress and 
served a prison sentence. No wonder 
that Professor deMadariaga, an exile 
from Spain and a former Spanish Com- 
munist leader, says: “The United Na- 
tions bore upon its brow, from the be- 
ginning, the mark of Moscow.”

THE UNITED NATIONS was spawn- 


ed in the international Communist 
movement. The fact that one part of the 
plan went askew, causing the war in 
Korea to be called a United Nations ac- 


tion, does not bring into question its 
red motivation or over-all Communist 
objective. Everything possible has been 
done to save the red armies from defeat, 
even to removing General Douglas Mac- 


Arthur. 


Throughout the Korean War, Arkady 
A. Sobolev has held one of the most 
powerful posts in the United Nations, as 
Minister of War, Communications and 
Information. All movements of troops 
and war materials have to be reported 
to him in advance. Sobolev is a Moscow 
Communist and operates at top level in 
the program of world revolution. 


This suggests something of the handi- 
cap under which American boys have 
been compelled to fight. How could they 
hope to win, with their officers ordered 
to report all operations to Moscow’s 
Sobolev? General MacArthur’s protest 
that there is “no substitute for victory” 
naturally fell upon deaf ears. 


New York’s Tower of Babel has been, 
from the beginning, a nesting place for 
spies and a refuge for Communists. The 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
brought this fact into focus under the 
able direction of Senator Pat McCarran 
who directed the taking of testimony. 


The interrogation was, of course, con- 
fined to persons of United States citi- 
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zenship. Answers given by numerous 
witnesses left no doubt that American 
reds had been planted in strategic posi- 
tions throughout the United Nations or- 
ganization. 


Frank Carter Bancroft, documents ed- 
itor in the Department of Conferences 
and General Sessions, when asked 
whether he would regard Communists 
as “enemies of the United States,” re- 
fused to answer. 


Joel Gordon, chief of the Current 
Trade Analysis Section, when asked if 
he had ever engaged in espionage, re- 
fused to answer on the ground that his 
reply might incriminate him. He also re- 
fused to answer the question whether he 
had taken a trip to Soviet Russia. 


Stanley Graze, of the Technical As- 
sistance Administration, refused an an- 
swer to the question whether he knew 
Alger Hiss. Graze, when asked if he was 
presently engaged in espionage against 
the United States, declined to answer. 


Jack S. Harris, Political Affairs Of- 
ficer of the Department of Trusteeship 
angrily shouted “yes” when asked if he 
had been loyal to the United States as 
a member of the Office of Strategic 
Service during World War II. But when 
asked if he was a Communist Party 
member at the time, dodged the question 
by pleading possible self-incrimination. 
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Alfred J. Van Tassel, Assistant Ad- 
ministrator of the Division of Economic 
Security and Development, asked if he 
thought our government should tolerate 
Americans engaged in subversive activ- 
ities to use the United Nations as a base 
for operations, evaded the question by 
attacking the Committee and charging 
that “you are causing resentment on the 
part of other internationalists.” 


Asked if he had ever engaged in sub- 
versive activities, Van Tassel avoided 
the question by protesting that “I have 
always been a good citizen” but when 
asked point blank if he had been a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party, fell back 
on the excuse of the Fifth Amendment 
to refuse a “yes” or “no” answer. 


Mrs. Peter Guest, wife of an editor in 
the Documents Control Division, refus- 
ed to confirm the Committee’s question 
that she is a half-sister of Robert G. 
Thompson, convicted Communist lead- 
er, now a fugitive from justice. She re- 
fused to state if she was a Communist 
Party member. 


Helen Kagen-Pozner, translator in 
the Russian reporting section, asked “if 
you were not a Communist, would you 
feel ashamed to admit that you are not 
a Communist,” refused an answer on 
grounds of the Fifth Amendment. 


Herman Zap, training officer in the 
Technical Assistance Administration re- 
fused to say whether he had ever been 
engaged in subversive activities against 
the United States, but declared that he 
was not “now” so engaged. 


Another notorious red whose activi- 
ties were brought to light was Irving 
Kaplan of the Department of Economic 
Affairs. He was first exposed by Eliza- 
beth Bentley, the Communist courier. 
His case held special interest because it 
revealed a channel through which a 
steady stream of Communists were 
placed on the United Nations payroll. 


David A. Weintraub, a former asso- 
ciate of Alger Hiss in the State Depart- 
ment, was found to be the contact man. 
The record shows, for instance, that he 
was instrumental in arranging an as- 
signment for Owen Lattimore to spend 
some time in Kabul, Afghanistan, an 
espionage center near the Russian bor- 
der. Lattimore is now awaiting trial as 
an alleged Soviet agent.

Weintraub was forced to resign his 
$14,500 a year position as director of 
the Department of Economic Stability 
and Development. He was at the time 
described by press dispatches as “Polish 
born,” but is, in reality, a Polish Jew. 
The spies so far exposed have been pre- 
dominantly the same racial cast. This 
explains why the Senate Internal Securi- 
ty Subcommittee and other governmen- 
tal agencies doing similar work are so 
vigorously opposed. 


The foregoing exposure does not pro- 
fess to be complete. It barely touches 
the outer fringe of red subversion inside 
the United Nations structure.

HE MAN who wrote the first draft of 

the United Nations Charter was a 
Russian-born Jew by the name of Leo 
Pavolsky. He was at the time an official 
in the State Department. Pavolsky was 
born in Pavlograd, Russia in 1893 and 
became a naturalized citizen after arriv- 
ing in the United States. 


Closely associated with him was Al- 
ger Hiss who was later appointed head 
of the Office of Special Political Affairs 
in the State Department. In this posi- 
tion, Hiss was given the responsibility 
of directing all American affairs relat- 
ing to the United Nations. They worked 
side by side at San Francisco. 


The creators of the new international- 
ist system knew that the Government of 
the United States would have to be al- 
tered and revised to fit a different pat- 
tern if the United Nations was to suc- 
ceed. A conflict, reaching down to fun- 
damentals, was observed. Like an attor- 
ney searching for a loophole in a con- 
tract, these men combed the Constitu- 
tion for encouragement. They knew that 
American sovereignty would have to be 
drained off to accomplish their pur- 
poses. 


They finally pinned their hopes on 
the second paragraph of Article VI 
which reads as follows: “This Consti- 
tution, and the laws of the United States 
which shall be made in pursuance there- 
of; and all treaties made, or which shall 
be made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme law 
of the land.” 
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This brings to attention the promi- 
nent place that treaty making with other 
countries occupies in connection with 
our Government. A treaty, approved by 
the United States Senate, becomes the 
Law of the Land and supersedes all fed. 
eral, state and even local community 
laws. 


A provision was therefore written in- 
to the United Nations Charter giving 
the organization authority to negotiate 
treaties with all nations. By this ma- 
neuver, a way was found for placing 
shackles upon the American people, 
looking forward to eventually pulling 
their Government down to the level of 
a socialist state. 


At first glance this may seem like 
something remote, but a little study will 
convince one that it comes close to ev- 
ery American fireside. Scores of treaties 
have been written by the United Nations 
ready to be introduced before the Senate 
which, if approved, will place fatal ob- 
ligations upon our national Govern- 
ment. Some have been already introduc- 
ed. Fortunately, ever increasing num- 
bers of straight-thinking Americans 
now alert to the danger are making their 
demands known to members of the Sen- 
ate. 


These treaties effect every department 
of human existence — religion, educa- 
tion, health, labor, politics, finances, 
agriculture, communications, business, 
industry, etc. The plan is to bring every 
human being on the face of the earth 
under one system of control. 


Among the most sinister proposals 
yet made in treaty form is the so-called 
“Genocide Convention,” now pending 
before the Senate. Exponents who hop- 
ed originally to rush it through in rub- 
ber stamp style found themselves sty- 
mied by organized patriotic sentiment. 
Members of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee refused to be hurried. 
Hearings were held in March 1951 but 
the “Convention” is still resting in com- 
mittee. 
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The word “Genocide” is of recent or- 
igin and does not appear in any diction- 
ary. It was coined primarily for use in 
making criticism of the Jewish people a 
crime. The treaty provides that “mental 
harm” is sufficient to warrant arrest 
and prosecution. 


If the Senate should ratify this treaty, 
an American citizen who discussed the 
Jewish complexion of Communism, 
could be transported to Tel Aviv, Jeru- 
salem, Moscow (or whatever place the 
International Court might designate), 
and be made to stand trial. If condemn- 
ed, he would have no appeal to any 
American court. He would be at the 
mercy of internationalists. 


Another equally dangerous proposal, 
currently propagandized by all United 
Nations agencies is the “Universal De- 
claration of Human Rights” (an inter- 
national F.E.P.C.). If voted into law 
under the treaty clause of our Constitu- 
tion, it would strip Americans of their 
inalienable rights by substituting an en- 
tirely new and revolutionary code. The 
right of religious liberty, free speech 
and free press would be limited. Our 
citizens would wake up to find them- 
selves in a strait jacket. 


It is a paradoxical fact that ratifica- 
tion of the United Nations treaty by the 
Senate in July 1945 was an illegal act. 
The United States became a part of the 
organization by an illegal operation. 


American courts have always held a 
treaty to be a contract between this Na- 
tion and some other nation. The United 
Nations was not a nation! 


In 1952 Senator John W. Bricker of 
Ohio, supported by 59 other members 
of the Senate, introduced a bill to 
amend the Constitution in a way to pre- 
vent catastrophe through collaboration 
with the United Nations. It was favored 
in the Senate Judiciary Committee by a 
10 to three vote. But the move was 
blocked by Harry Truman and Dean 
Acheson. The bill was reintroduced in 
the Eighty-third Congress and is pre- 
sently a subject of debate. 


During the course of public hearings 
on the “Bricker Amendment” in 1952, 
Professor Chaffee of Harvard and oth- 
ers, took the position that such a pro- 
posal was a reflection on the Senate. 
Other witnesses denied this to be the 
case and pointed out that because the 
duties of Senators have become so en- 
larged they could not possibly read all 
the treaties upon which voting is re- 
quired. 


Thereupon Senator McCarran made 
the following statesmanlike utterance 
which produced a cry of anguish among 
one worlders everywhere: 


“You gentlemen need not be concern- 
ed about this matter. We Senators want 
a Constitutional Amendment to protect 
us as well as the American people, and 
I am compelled to admit here, publicly, 
that I have been so busy that I have 
voted for a number of treaties that I had 
never read. And if I had known how 
these provisions of the United Nations 
Charter were going to be used to make 
domestic laws, I never would have voted 


for the U.N. Charter.” 


And then he added, “I am sure I will 
regret to my dying days that I ever vot- 
ed for the United Nations Charter.”

(whose picture appears above) has 
served several years, with distinction, 
as Chairman of the Joint Fact-Finding 
Committee On Un-American Activities 
of the California Legislature. 


Investigations conducted under his 
direction, coupled with voluminous 
Committee reports exposing subversive 
groups and individuals, have proved of 
real value in restraining evil forces bent 
upon our Country’s destruction. He has 
earned for himself the reputation of 
being an honest and upright public 
servant ... one of the great Americans 
of our generation.

This statement, handed to him from 
a source that he regarded as dependable, 
followed a subtle propaganda line de- 
signed to confuse public thought and 
obscure facts regarding the true char- 
acter of the international red menace. 


Mr. Tenney tells in some of his writ- 
ings how he tried to pacify west coast 
Jewish groups who came to him with 
their demands. Refusing to be satisfied 
with anything less than complete domi- 
nation of himself and his Committee, 
they deliberately published false state- 
ments to goad him into positions where 
he would be placed at their mercy.

KHAZAR ZIONISTS AND

“A war-like people, the Khazars 
settled in eastern Europe and, by con- 
tinuous and successful conquests, ex- 
panded their territories to include the 
greater portion of eastern Europe west 
of the Urals and north of the Black Sea. 
Near the close of the Eighth Century 
the Khazar nation was converted to 
Judaism. Henceforth only a Jewish 
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King might occupy the Khazar throne 
and Judaism became the state religion. 


“Yiddish is the language developed 
by the descendants of the Jewish Kha. 
zars, and it is not the Hebrew of Juda- 
ism,” continues the quotation. “It is a 
jargon of many languages but it is not 
a language in itself. Corruptions of 
German, Polish and Russian words 
were added to the Khazar language, 
using the Hebrew alphabet adapted by 
the Khazar King who was first con- 
verted to Judaism. Hebrew was devel- 
oped more than twenty-five hundred 
years before Yiddish, and is further 
proof that the Jews of eastern Europe 
and the ancient Jews of the Holy land 
have no ethnic relationship. 


“Yiddish was carried to other Jewish 
populations throughout the world by 
the Yiddish speaking Jews who emi- 
grated from eastern Europe. Beginning 
in 1890 the descendants of the Khazar 
Jews started a great emigration. Within 
twenty-four years three-and-a-half mil- 
lion had left Eastern Europe of whom 
1,650,000 emigrated to the United 
States. Americans tacitly accepted Yid- 
dish and the descendants of the Khazar 
Jews as representatives of Judaism — 
lineal descendants of Abraham.” 


The secret schemes and methods used 
by this racial mixture in attacking the 
Christian institutions of the western 
world are mercilessly exposed. Their 
organizations are named. The spotlight 
is placed upon their leaders. The Ameri- 
can people are warned what to expect 
unless certain measures are quickly 
taken to cope with the situation.

A SPLENDID 
YOUNG MAN 


Sermon Of The Month 


T. DeWitt Talmage 








One thing thou lackest—Mark 10:21. 


HE YOUNG MAN of the text was of 

a splendid nature. We fall in love 
with him at the first glance. He was 
amiable, and frank, and earnest, and 
educated, and refined, and respectable, 
and moral, and yet he was not a Chris- 
tian. And so Christ addresses him in the 
words that I have read to you: “One 
thing thou lackest.” 





I suppose that that text was no more 
appropriate to the young man of whom 
I have spoken than it is appropriate to 
the great multitude of people in this 
audience tonight. There are many things 
in which you are not lacking. For in- 
stance, you are not lacking in a good 
home. It is, perhaps, no more than an 
hour ago that you closed the door, re- 
turning to see whether it was well fast- 
ened. The younger children of the house 
already asleep, the older ones, hearing 
your returning footsteps, will rush to 
the door to meet you. And when the 
winter evenings come, and the children 
are at their lessons, your wife is plying 
the needle, and you are reading a book 
or the paper, you will feel that you have 
a good home. 


Neither are you lacking, my friends, 
in the refinements and courtesies of life. 
You understand the polite phraseology 
of invitation, regards, and apology. We 
all understand the proprieties of every- 
day life and the proprieties of Sabbath 
life, Neither are you lacking in worldly 
success. You have not made as much 
money as you would like to make, but 
you have an income. While, tonight, 
there are thousands of men with hunger 
tearing at the throat with the strength 
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of a tiger’s paw, not one of you is hun- 
Bry. 

Neither are you lacking in pleasant 
friendship. You have real good friends. 
If the scarlet fever should come tonight 
to your house, you know very well who 
would come ‘in and sit up with the sick 
one; or, if death should come, you know 
who would come in and take your hand 
tight in theirs with that peculiar grip 
which means, “I’ll stand by you,” and 
after the life has fled from the loved 
one, take you by the arm and lead you 
into the next room, and while you are 
gone to Greenwood they would stay in 
the house and put aside the garments 
and the playthings that might bring to 
your mind too severely your great loss. 
Friends! You all have friends. 


Many of you have been supporters 
of religion and have given more to the 
cause of Christ than some who profess 
His faith. There is nothing that would 
please you more than to see your son or 
daughter standing at the altar of Christ, 
taking the vows of the Christian. It 
might be a little hard on you, and might 
make you nervous and agitated for a 
little while; but you would be man 
enough to say: “My child, that is right. 
Go on. I am glad you haven’t been kept 
back by my example. I hope some day 
to join you.” 


A man out yonder says: “I am a sin- 
ner.” You respond: “So am I.” Some- 
one says: “I believe that Christ came to 
save the world.” You say: “So do I.” 
Looking at your character, at your sur- 
roundings, I find a thousand things 
about which to congratulate you; and 
yet I must tell you in the love and fear 
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of God, and with reference to my last 
account: “One thing thou lackest.” 


HAPPINESS LACKING 


You need, my friends, in the first 
place, the element of happiness. Some 
days you feel wretched. You do not 
know what is the matter with you. You 
say: “I did not sleep last night. I think 
that must be the reason of my restless- 
ness;” or, “I have eaten something that 
did not agree with me, and I think that 
must be the reason.” And you are un- 


happy. 


Oh, my friends, happiness does not 
depend on physical condition. Some of 
the happiest people I have ever known 
have been those wrapped in consump- 
tion, or paralyzed with neuralgia, or 
burning with the slow fire of some fever. 
I never shall forget one man in my first 
parish, who, in excruciation of body, 
cried out: “Mr. Talmage, I forget all 
my pain in the love and joy of Jesus 
Christ. I can’t think of my sufferings 
when I think of Christ.” 


There are young men in this house 
tonight who would give testimony to 
show that there is no happiness outside 
of Christ, while there is great joy in His 
service. There are men who have not 
been Christians more than six months, 
who would stand up tonight, if I should 
ask them, and say that in those six 
months they have had more joy and sat- 
isfaction than in all the years of their 
frivolity and dissipation. 


Go to the door of that gin-shop to- 
night, and when the gang of young men 
come out, ask them whether they are 
happy. They laugh along the street, and 
they cheer, and'they shout; but nobody 
has any idea that they are happy. 


I could call upon the aged men in this 
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house to give testimony. There are aged 
men here who tried the world, and they 
tried religion, and they are willing to 
testify on our side. 


I went into the room of an ancient 
relative not long ago — his eyesight 
nearly gone, his hearing nearly gone — 
and what do you suppose he was talk- 
ing about? The goodness of God and 
the joys of religion. He said: “I would 
like to go over and join my wife on the 
other side of the flood, and I am wait- 
ing until the Lord calls me. I am happy 
now. | shall be happy there.” 


What is it that gives that aged man 
so much satisfaction and peace? Physi- 
cal exuberance? No; it has all gone. 
Sunshine? He cannot see it. The voices 
of friends? He cannot hear them. It is 
the grace of God, that is brighter than 
sunshine and that is sweeter than music. 


If a harpist takes a harp and finds 
that all the strings but one are broken, 
he does not try to play upon it. Yet here 
I will show you an aged man, the strings 
of whose joy are all broken save one, 
and yet he thrums it with such satisfac- 
tion, such melody, that the angels of 
God stop the swift stroke of their wings, 
and hover about the place until the mu- 
sic ceases. Oh, religion’s “ways are ways 
of pleasantness, and all her paths are 
peace.” And if you have not the satisfac- 
tion that is to be found in Jesus Christ, 
I must tell you, with all the concentered 
emphasis of my soul: “One thing thou 
lackest.” 


USEFULNESS LACKING 


I remark again that you lack the ele- 
ment of usefulness. Where is your busi- 
ness? You say it is No. 45 such a street, 
or No. 260 such a street, or No. 300 such 
a street. My friend immortal, your busi- 
ness is wherever there is a tear to be 
wiped away or a soul to be saved. 


You may, before coming to Christ, 
do a great many noble things. You take 
a loaf of bread to that starving man in 
an alley; but he wants immortal bread. 
You take a pound of candles to that dark 
shanty. They want the light that springs 
from the throne of God, and you cannot 








take it because you have it not in your 
own heart. 


There are people here tonight of high 
social position, and large means, and 
cultured minds, who, if they would come 
into the kingdom of God, would set the 
city on fire with religious awakening. 
Oh, hear you not the 1,500,000 voices 
of those who in these two cities are dy- 
ing in their sins? They want light. They 
want bread. They want Christ. They 
want heaven. Oh that the Lord would 
make you tonight a flaming evangel. 


As for myself, I have sworn before 
high heaven that I will preach this Gos- 
pel as well as I can, in all its fullness, 
until every fiber of my body, and every 
faculty of my mind, and every passion 
of my soul are exhausted. I ask no high- 
er honor than that of dying for Him who 
died for me. But we all have a work to 
do. I cannot do your work, nor can you 
do my work. 


God points us out the place where we 
are to serve, and yet are there not peo- 
ple in this house who are thirty, forty, 
fifty, and sixty years of age, and have 
not begun the work for which they were 
created? With every worldly equipment, 
“one thing thou lackest.” 


PERSONAL SAFETY LACKING 


Again, you lack the element of per- 
sonal safety. Where are those people 
who associated with you twenty years 
ago? Walk down the street where you 
were in business fifteen years ago, and 
see how all the signs have changed. 
Where are the people gone? How many 
of them are landed in eternity I cannot 
say, but many, many. 


A few days ago I went to the village 
of my boyhood. The houses were all 
changed. I passed one house in which 
once resided a man who had lived an 
earnest, useful life, and he is in glory 
now. In the next house a miser lived. He 
devoured widows’ houses, and spent his 
whole life in trying to make the world 
worse and worse. And he is gone. 


Oh, my friends, I commend to you 
this religion as the only personal safety. 
When you die, where are you going? 


When we leave all these scenes, upon 
what scenes will we enter? When we 
were on shipboard, and we all felt that 
we must go to the bottom, was I right 
in saying to one next me: “I wonder if 
we will reach heaven if we do go down 
tonight?” Was I wise or unwise in ask- 
ing that question? I tell you that man 
is a fool who never thinks of the great 
future. 


If you pay money, you take a receipt. 
If you buy land, you record the deed. 
Why? Because everything is so uncer- 
tain, you want it down in black and 
white, you say. For a house and lot 
twenty-five feet front by one hundred 
feet deep, all security; but for a soul, 
vast as eternity, nothing, nothing! 


Perhaps it would cost you sixty, or 
one hundred, or one hundred and fifty 
dollars to have your physical life insur- 
ed, and yet free of charge, tonight, I 
offer you insurance on your immortal 
life, payable, not at your decease, but 
now, and tomorrow, and every day, and 
always. Take away my health, take away 
my life, take everything rather than rob 
me of this hope, this plain, simple hope 
which I have in Jesus Christ my Lord. 
I must have this robe when the last chill 
strikes through me. I must have this 
light when all other lights go out in the 
blast that comes up from the cold Jor- 
dan. 


GOSPEL FOR ALL CLASSES 


I apply my subject to several classes 
of people before me. First, to that great 
multitude of young people in this house 
tonight. Some of these young men are 
in boarding-houses. They have but few 
social advantages. They think that no 
one cares for their souls. Many of them 
are on small salaries, and they are 
cramped and bothered perpetually, and 
sometimes their heart fails them. 


Young man, tonight, at your bedroom 
door on the third floor, you will hear a 
knocking. It will be the hand of Jesus 
Christ, the young man’s friend, saying: 
“Oh, young man, let me come in; I will 
help thee, I will comfort thee, I will de- 
liver thee.” 


Take the Bible out of the trunk, if it 
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has been hidden away. If you have not 
the courage to lay it on the shelf or 
table, take that Bible that was given to 
you by some loved one, take it out of the 
trunk and lay it down on the bottom of 
the chair, then kneel down beside it, 
and read and pray, and pray and read, 
until all your disturbance is gone, and 
you feel that peace which neither earth 
nor hell can rob you of. 


But I apply this subject to the aged— 
not many here—not many in any assem- 
blage. People do not live to get old. 
That is the general rule. Here and there 
an aged man in the house. I tell you the 
truth. You have lived long enough in 
this world to know that it cannot satisfy 
an immortal nature. I must talk to you 
more reverently than I do to these other 
people of my own age. 


We are told to rise up and do honor 
to the hoary head and to those who have 
seen long years; and so I must speak 
with reverence, while at the same time 
I speak with great plainness. Oh, father 
of the weary step, oh, mother, bent down 
under the ailments of life, has thy God 
ever forsaken thee? Through all these 
years, who has been your best friend? 
Seventy years of mercies! Seventy years 
of food and clothing! Oh, how many 
bright mornings! How many glorious 
evening hours you have seen! Oh, fath- 
er, mother, God has been very good to 
you. Do you feel it? 


Some of you have children and grand- 
children; the former cheered your 
young life, the latter twine your gray 
locks in their tiny fingers. Has all the 
goodness that God has been making pass 
before you since long before I was born 
—has all that goodness produced no 
change in your feelings, and must it be 
said of you, notwithstanding all this: 
“One thing thou lackest?” 


Oh, if you could only feel the hand 
of Christ smoothing the cares out of 
wrinkled faces. Oh, if you could only 
feel the arm of Christ steadying your 
tottering steps. I lift my voice loud 
enough to break through the deafness 
of the ear while I cry out: “One thing 
thou lackest.” 


SAILING THE SEA OF LIFE 


_ I must make application of this sub- 
ject, also, to those who are prospered. 
Have you, my friends, found that dol- 





lars and cents are no permanent conso- 
lation to the soul? 


Is an embroidered pillow all that you 
want to put your dying head on? You 
have heard people all last week talk 
about earthly values. Hear a plain man 
talk tonight about the heavenly. Do you 
not know it will be worse for you, oh 
prospered man, if you reject Christ, and 
reject Him finally—that it will be worse 
for you than those who had it hard in 
this world, because the contrast will 
make the discomfiture so much more ap- 
palling? 


As the hart bounds for the water 
brooks, as the roe speeds down the hill- 
side, speed thou to Christ tonight. “Es- 
cape for thy life, look not behind thee, 
neither stay thou in all the plain; es- 
cape to the mountain lest thou be con- 
sumed!” 


I must make my application to anoth- 
er class of persons— the poor. When 
you cannot pay your rent when it is due, 
have you nobody but the landlord to 
talk to? When the flour has gone out of 
the barrel, and you have not ten cents 
with which to go to the bakery, and 
your children are tugging at your dress 
for something to eat, have you nothing 
but the world’s charities to appeal to? 


When winter comes, and there is no 
coal, and the ash barrels have no more 
cinders, who takes care of you? Have 
you nobody but the overseer of the 
poor? But I preach to you a poor man’s 
Christ. 


If you do not have in the winter 
blankets enough to cover you in the 
night, I want to tell you of Him who had 
not where to lay His head. If you lie on 
the bare floor, I want to tell you of Him 
who had for a pillow a hard cross, and 
whose foot bath was the streaming 
blood of His own heart. Oh, you poor 
man! Oh, you poor woman! Jesus un- 
derstands your case altogether. Talk it 
right out to him tonight. Get down and 
say: “Lord Jesus Christ, thou wast poor 
and I am poor. Help me. Thou art rich 
now, and bring me up to thy riches!” 


Do you think God would cast you 
off? Will He? You might as well think 
that a mother would take the child that 
feeds on her breast and dash its life out 
as to think that God would put aside 
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roughly those who have fled to Him for 
pity and compassion. Aye, the prophet 
says: “A woman may forget her suck- 
ing child, that she should not have com- 
passion on the son of her womb, but I 
will not forget thee.” 


If you have ever been on the sea, you 
have been surprised in the first voyage 
to find there are so few sails in sight. 
Sometimes you go along two, three, 
four, five, six, and seven days, and do 
not see a single sail; but when a vessel 
does come in sight, the sea glasses are 
lifted to the eye, the vessel is watched, 
and if it comes very near, then the cap- 
tain, through the trumpet, cries loudly 
across the water: “Whither bound?” 


So you and I meet on this sea of life. 
We come and we go. Some of us have 
never met before. Some of us will never 
meet again. But I hail you across the 
sea, and with reference to the last great 
day, and with reference to the two great 
worlds, I cry across the water: “Whither 
bound? Whither bound?” Will you live 
with Christ in glory, or be banished 
away from Him? 


I know what service that craft was 
made for, but hast thou thrown over- 
board the compass? Is there no helm 
to guide it? Is the ship at the mercy of 
the tempest? Is there no gun of distress 
booming through the storm? With 
priceless treasures — with treasures 
aboard worth more than all the Indies— 
wilt thou never come up out of the 
trough of that sea? 


Do not cheat yourself out of heaven. 
Do not do that. God forbid that at the 
last, when it is too late to correci the 
mistake, a voice should rise from the 
pillow, or drop from the throne, utter- 
ing just four words — four dismal, an- 
nihilating words: “One thing thou lack- 
est !””

PHILEMON 


P Bible Study 








HIS WONDERFUL little book, com- 

prising only one chapter, has been 
called “the polite Epistle.” It is couched 
in language courteous, gracious and sin- 
cere. Christians of our day will do well 
to cultivate, among themselves, the kind 
of a spirit which these 25 verses 
breathe. 


Paul penned the document during his 
first imprisonment at Rome. It contains 
priceless teaching on (a) practical 
righteousness, (b) Christian brother- 
hood, (c) mutual respect and (d) the 
acceptance of love as a guiding princi- 


ple. 


The book falls into four natural divi- 
sions: (a) Greeting, verses 1 to 3, (b) 
the character of Philemon, verses 4 to 7, 
(c) the character of Onesimus, verses 
8 to 21 and (d) conclusion and benedic- 
tion. 


I find that it was accepted by the early 
fathers as a valid part of the canonical 
Scriptures. Origin cites it as the source 
of knowledge regarding Onesimus — 
an important figure because he carried 
from Rome, Paul’s letter to the Colos- 
sian Church. See Colossians 4:9. Tra- 
dition also says that he was appointed 
Bishop of Berea in Macedonia, and fi- 
nally died a martyr’s death. 


Tertullian speaks of the brevity of the 
Epistle. Euserius mentions it among 
“the universally acknowledged Epistles 
of the canon.” Jerome defended it 
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against those who objected to its canon- 
icity on the ground that the subject was 
beneath the writer’s dignity (the de- 
fense of a slave). Ignatius made at least 
one reference to it. 


The Epistle to Philemon is closely as- 
sociated with Colossians. Both were car- 
ried by the same bearer. The persons 
sending salutations are the same. Paul 
and Timothy are mentioned at the be- 
ginning of both. Paul is described as a 
prisoner in both books. Hence it follows 
that Philemon was written at the same 
time and place as Colossians, namely 
Rome, in about the year A.D. 64. 


PAUL, A FAITHFUL FRIEND 


Philemon was a man of means, the 
owner of slaves and a house large 
enough to accommodate the Colossian 
congregation for worship purposes. 
Verse 19 leaves the impression that he 
may have been a convert of Paul, per- 
haps at Ephesus, because until then the 
Apostle had never visited Colosse. 


Onesimus, a slave who belonged to 
Philemon, escaped to Rome and there, 
under Paul’s influence, was won _ to 
Christ. The two became close friends. 
The name Onesimus means “profitable.” 
He proved to be a man of special talent 
and boundless energy. 


With delicacy and _ affection, Paul 
calls Philemon “brother” in verse 7, 
leading up to an important request 
which he is about to make. “I beseech” 
(instead of issuing an authoritative 





command), says Paul, that Onesimus be 
received and restored to favor. “For 
love’s sake.” 


The Epistle becomes warm and per- 
sonal, Paul throws the full force of his 
personality on the side of the new con- 
vert. He is determined to do everything 
in his power to help Onesimus. Here is 
a picture, an example, of sturdy friend- 
ship existing between two members of 


the body of Christ. 


“Paul the aged.” Paul the establisher 
of Churches. Paul the prisoner for the 
sake of Christ. He pleads for his friend! 
Please, Philemon, receive him — not 
now as a slave, but as “a brother belov- 
ed” (verse 16). “If thou count me there- 
fore a partner, receive him as myself 
(verse 17).” 


The Jamieson, Fausset & Brown Com- 
mentary has this to say on slavery: 
“Scripture does not sanction slavery, 
but at the same time does not begin a 
political crusade against it. The Word 
sets forth principles of love to our fel- 
lowmen which were sure in due time 
to undermine and overthrow it, without 
violently convulsing the then existing 
political fabric by stirring up slaves 
against their masters.” 


Paul engages in a play upon words 
to kindle in Philemon’s heart a willing- 
ness to go “the other mile.” We have 
noted that Onesimus means “profit- 
able.” The Apostle deliberately uses the 
word “unprofitable” (verse 11) to de- 
scribe the slave’s earlier behavior. But 
since accepting Christ, he is “now pro- 
fitable to thee and to me.” 


Christ makes all things new. Onesi- 
mus has experienced a complete change. 
He is a different man, a new man... 
and since Christ has received him, you, 
too, Philemon — you should also re- 
ceive him! 
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PAUL, A FAITHFUL SERVANT 


In this piece of New Testament writ- 
ing we find Paul, the exalted Apostle, 
placing himself on the level with a 
slave. And a disobedient, rebellious 
slave at that! 


We see in Paul’s attitude a confirma- 
tion of our Lord’s evaluation of true 
greatness: “And whosoever will be 
chief among you, let him be your ser- 
vant.” Matthew 20:27. 


Philips Brooks once said: “The hap- 
piest people in the world are those who 
are living for others.” 


“Give, and it shall be given unto you; 
good measure, pressed down, and shak- 
en together, and running over.” Not 
money, merely ... but time, love and 
service invested will return with inter- 
est. 


Look at the artist’s chisel. The artist 
cannot carve without it. Yet imagine the 
chisel, conscious that it was made to 
carve, trying to carve alone. It lays it- 
self against the hard marble, but has 
neither strength nor skill. 


We can imagine the chisel full of dis- 
appointment, “Why cannot I carve?” 
it cries. Then the artist siezes it. The 
chisel is obedient to him. That obedi- 
ence is faith. It opens the channels be- 
tween the sculptor’s brain and the hard 
steel. Thought, feeling, imagination, 
skill, flow down from the chambers of 
the artist’s soul to the chisel’s edge. The 
sculptor and the chisel are not two, but 
one; it is the unit which they make that 
carves the stone. 


We are but the chisel to carve God’s 
statues in this world. Unquestionably we 
must do the work. But the human work- 
er is but the chisel of the great Artist. 
The artist needs his chisel; but the 
chisel can do nothing of itself. 


We must yield ourselves altogether to 
Christ and let Him use us. Then His 
power, wisdom, skill, thought, love, 
shall flow through our soul, our brain, 
our heart, our fingers. That is working 
by faith. Paul regarded himself as a 
servant, an instrument in the hands of 
Christ, and was willing to assume a low 
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and debased position, knowing there 
was an important service to be rendered 
on that level. 


The life that counts must toil and fight; 
Must hate the wrong and love the right; 
Must stand for truth, by day, by night— 
This is the life that counts. 


The life that counts must hopeful be; 
In darkest night make melody; 

Must wait the dawn on bended knee— 
This is the life that counts. 


The life that counts must aim to rise 
Above the earth to sunlit skies; 
Must fix its gaze on Paradise— 
This is the life that counts. 


The life that counts is linked with God; 
And turns not from the cross—the rod; 
But walks with joy where Jesus trod— 
This is the life that counts. 


PAUL, A TYPE OF CHRIST 


I should like to quote Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther’s comment on the Philemon letter: 


“This Epistle showeth a right, noble, 
lovely example of Christian love. Here 
we see how St. Paul layeth himself out 
for the poor Onesimus, and with all his 
means pleadeth his cause with his mas- 
ter and so setteth himself as if he was 
Onesimus, and had himself done wrong 
to Philemon. Yet all this doeth he not 
with force, as if he had right thereto, 
but he stripped himself of his right, and 
thus enforceth Philemon to forego his 
right also. 


“Even as Christ did for us with God 
the Father, thus also does St. Paul for 
Onesimus with Philemon; for Christ al- 
so stripped Himself of His right, and by 
love and humility caused the Father to 
lay aside His wrath and power, and to 
take us to His Grace for the sake of 
Christ, who lovingly pleadeth our cause 
and with all His heart layeth Himself 
out for us; for we are all His Onesimus, 
to my thinking.” 


This letter is of inestimable value for 
showing the power of the Gospel to win 
and transform a poor slave and to 
soften harsh relations between different 
classes of society. By example on Paul’s 
part, it helps make Christians more ten- 
der, gracious and considerate of one 
another. There is a message in this little 
book for each of us to take home to 
ourselves. 
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Making The First Flag 


How did the American Flag origin- 
ate? 

This is a question to which several 
contradictory answers have been given. 
Historians find it impossible to agree 
upon the subject. How did our forefath- 
ers happen to select the design? 





It is said, without tangible evidence, 
that the stars and stripes in George 
Washington’s coat of arms furnished 
the original idea. Others claim that the 
flag of Rhode Island, consisting of sev- 
eral stars in a blue field, adopted in 
1775, suggested the arrangement which 
later became the Emblem of the United 
States. There are also other versions of 
the origin of the stars and stripes. 


The most discussed story is that of 
Betsy Ross, who is said to have been 
asked by a committee of Congress to 
work out a design to be submitted for 
consideration. This committee is report- 
ed to have consisted of George Washing- 
ton, Robert Morris, and Colonel George 
Ross, an uncle of Betsy’s husband. These 
men are supposed to have called at her 
upholstery shop on Arch Street, in the 
city of Philadelphia — the place where 
some historians insist the first flag was 
made. 

But through this maze of uncertainty, 
one fact stands out which everyone 
knows to be true: ... On June 14, 1777, 
the Continental Congress in Philadel- 
phia adopted the following resolution: 


“Resolved, That the Flag of the Unit- 
ed States be thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white; that the union be thir- 
teen stars, white in a blue field repre- 
senting a new constellation.” 

One part of this resolution appeals 
especially to the thinking of true Amer- 
icans — “thirteen stars ... representing 
a new constellation.” These words re- 
flect the very soul of the Flag because 
they signalled to humanity a new con- 
ception in the science of government, 
the birth of the first Nation dedicated 
to the principle of personal and relig- 
ious liberty. 
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D*: J. S. SCHIRMER, whose picture 

appears above, proved himself to be 
a great humanitarian and Christian in 
May of this year ... when he presented 
his hospital at Corning, Arkansas as a 
gift to the Church of God denomination. 


His public statement, issued at the 
time, included this explanation: 


“Mrs. Schirmer and I have been con- 
sidering the present move for some 
time. Our lives and the Corning Re- 
search Hospital are dedicated to help- 
ing relieve human suffering. We wish 
to make sure when the years allotted to 
us are finished, that this institution shall 
continue to be guided by Christian 
hands. There is no question in our minds 
but what the Church to whom we have 
donated the hospital will see that it is 
used to the glory of God and the welfare 
of suffering mankind.” 


The Little Rock Gazette carried the 
following Associated Press dispatch 


from Corning on May 20, 1953: 


“A $400,000 hospital was donated to 
the Church of God here today. Dr. J. S. 
Schirmer and his wife, Helen, said the 
hospital was deeded to the Arkansas 
branch of the Church ‘because we wish 
to make sure that it will always be used 
as a blessing to those who suffer.’ 


“Schirmer has been medical director 





and his wife secretary-treasurer of the 
Corning Research Hospital which con- 
tains 100 beds. 


“State Senator Q. Byrum Hurst of Hot 
Springs, who made the announcement, 
said Dr. Schirmer first became interested 
in the Church of God two or three years 
ago. 


“The doctor was recently received in- 
to active membership. Hurst, who is ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Church of God’s 
Arkansas Board of Trustees, said the 
hospital’s facilities would be expanded. 


“Schirmer expects to go abroad in the 
interest of medical pursuits in the not 
distant future. The Corning Hospital 
was established nineteen years ago un- 
der his management.” 


The Church of God has headquarters 
at Anderson, Indiana. Dr. Schirmer has 
been asked to continue in charge of the 
reorganized institution.

Langley, M. D. and the assistant surgeon 
was Curtis W. Bowman, M.D. Both 
testified at a court case in March, veri- 
fying the facts of the biopsy report dur- 
ing the operation . .. that the tumor was 
malignant and described as symphati- 
gonia growth attached to the posteria 
wall of the kidney and related to neu- 
rogenic origin. 


The child’s abdomen was closed and 
he was sent home with a prognosis of 





three weeks life expectancy. At the time 
of Johnny’s admission to the First Pal- 
ma Ceia Hospital his abdomen was dis- 
tended to a great degree upon palpation. 
This mass tumor occupied the umbili- 
cal region and was the size of a medium 
grapefruit. There were bloody stools in 
the elimination. His coloring was pale 
and blood count-was 2,300,000 red cells 
with 52 per cent hemoglobin.

Street 
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HERBERT LEHMAN 
(THERE ARE reasons for the frequent 


clashes which occur between Sena- 
tors Joseph McCarthy and Herbert Leh- 
man. They are often found at sword’s 
points. 


Lehman, an arrogant man and one 
of the Nation’s most radical Leftists, 
is not accustomed to having his power 
challenged. McCarthy sees in Lehman- 
ism a menace, which if allowed to run 
its course, will supplant the American 
constitutional system with something 
akin to the Soviet pattern. 


One of their most heated exchanges 
occurred June 11th, on the Senate floor. 
Lehman had made a vitriolic attack a 
few days earlier. McCarthy called by 
telephone the morning of the above date 
to warn him that a defense was on the 
way. Lehman appeared extremely ner- 
vous as he entered the Senate chambers 
that afternoon. 


McCarthy opened with a charge that 
his opponent was abusing the Senator- 
ial franking (free mailing) privilege 
by attempting to send out 100,000 
smear pamphlets on “McCarthyism” at 
public expense. 


“T do not care how much the Senator 
from New York, one of the wealthiest 
men in the Senate, tries to smear me,” 
he said, “but I protest his trying to do 
it at the expense of the American tax- 
payer.” 


It developed that Lehman had order- 
ed his pamphlet, “Creeping McCarthy- 
ism — its Threat to Church, School and 
Press,” printed in the customary way, 
at his own expense ... but wanted the 
Government Printing Office to do the 
stuffing and mailing of the envelopes. 
The Superintendent objected that this 
involved improper use of the franking 
privilege. McCarthy learned what was 
happening and decided to make it an is- 
sue. 


Lehman shouted his reply across the 
Senate floor: “These statements are an 
attempt to intimidate, to frighten and 
to call off all those who are in disagree- 
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ment with the Senator from Wisconsin. 
It is perfectly legal to send out franked 
material on a subject of great interest 
to the people.” 


To which McCarthy replied: “I do 
not care how many Lehmans, how many 
Tydings, how many Daily Workers 
make attacks on McCarthy. I know if 
they were not doing it, I would not have 
damaged the Communist cause. All I 
want is that they do it at their own ex- 
pense, 


“The only intimidation here is the 
insistence that he pay for his own smear. 
I do not care how much material he 
sends out about McCarthy but I shall 
insist that he s»end his own money to 
do it and not have the taxpayers pay 
for it.” 


There is a deeper reason than ap- 
pears on the surface, why persons of 
Lehman’s race mortally fear and hate 


McCarthy. 


It is impossible to effectively oppose 
Communism without reaching its Jewish 
core. Investigators and prosecutors have 
on various occasions made frantic ef- 
forts (but without success) to find 
Christian and Gentile spies, to associate 
with Jewish names, hoping thereby to 
avoid the charge of anti-Semitism. 


McCarthy has leaned over backwards 
to keep from offending powerful Jewish 
groups — even to the point of engaging 
25 year-old Roy Cohn as chief investi- 
gator for his Senate investigating Com- 
mittee. At the time this appointment 
was made, it was understood that four 
Christians would be given positions as 
assistants ... but Cohn throttled the ar- 
rangement by arranging for members 
of his race to serve without financial 
compensation. 


No matter that the Senator tries to 
cooperate, he is unable to satiate Jewish 
wrath. Lehman is Vice Chairman of the 
Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith. 


MAX LOWENTHAL 


NVESTIGATIONS conducted by the 

Senate Internal Security Subcommit- 
tee are bringing startling facts to light 
and causing those being exposed to ut- 
ter shrieks of pain. Some of the most 
amazing disclosures so far produced, 
resulted late in June from the question- 
ing of Max Lowenthal — the Jew who 
is credited with having turned Truman’s 
thinking to the Left. 


Although without official portfolio,

Lowenthal maintained an office in the 
White House. Under questioning, he ad- 
mitted acquaintance with members of 
the Soviet spy ring exposed in 1948, in- 
cluding Alger Hiss. 


The subcommittee asked him about 
his relationship with Nathan Silver- 
master (another Jew), a leader of the 
ring. At a recent hearing, Silvermaster 
took refuge behind the Fifth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution when asked 
whether he knew Lowenthal. 


It is a matter of record that Lowen- 
thal was called before a New York 
grand jury investigating Communism 
last year. Congressman Dondero of 
Michigan charged at approximately the 
same time that the man was “a menace 
to the best interests of America,” and 
held his record to be studded with inci- 
dents ‘“‘where he aided and abetted Com- 
munists.” 


The most vicious attack ever publish- 
ed against J. Edgar Hoover and the FBI 
was released by Lowenthal two years 
ago, entitled, “The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.” Despite the fact that the 
book was priced at $4.50, large quanti- 
ties were mailed free to persons in po- 
sition to mold sentiment against the 
FBI — jurists, educators, newspaper- 
men, members of the House and Senate 
and others. 


Senator Malone of Nevada said at the 
time: “All one need do is to read the 
book to learn that the author would 
like to destroy the FBI and its records 
of Communists, fellow travelers and de- 
luded dupes.” 


Lowenthal has for years moved in 
and out of the world’s capitals on mys- 
terious missions for international Jew- 
ry, clothed invariably with the author- 
ity of the United States Government. 
George Sokolsky recently wrote a signi- 
ficant column about him which stated: 


“In 1917, Lowenthal went on a secret 
foreign mission. This is what he says 
on the subject (in appearance before 
the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities) : 


“It was a confidential mission that 
I don’t care to go into. It was only for a 
short time, and I never discuss that kind 
of Government work with anybody.’ 


“You would imagine that in 1917 this 
secret mission was so terrific that it 
could only have been Lenin or Trotsky 
or somebody like that, although I was 
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in Petrograd in those days and do not 
recall Lowenthal, whose mission must 
have been too important even for his- 
tory.” 

Be it said to the credit of certajn 
members of the present House and Sen- 
ate, the power of several men of the 
Lowenthal type is being broken. Men 
of the Congress, with courage to accept 
such a challenge, deserve the moral sup- 
port of all Christian and _ patriotic 
Americans.

ERCURY MAGAZINE, under new 


ownership, is a militant voice for 
fundamental Americanism. Its editorial 
staff includes Professor J. B. Matthews, 
one-time Communist fellow traveler and 
later chief counsel for the Dies Com- 
mittee. 


At the present time, he is also serving 
as Research Director of the Senate In- 
ternal Security Committee headed by 
Senator Joseph McCarthy. Matthews’ 
article in the July Mercury entitled, 
“Reds and Our Churches” created a 
furor when three members of the Com- 
mittee demanded his resignation for 
writing it. 


The demand proved to be emotional 
and political since the validity of the 
article was not made a subject of ques- 
tion. Some readers registered fright 
over the first sentence: “The largest 
single group supporting the Communist 
apparatus in the United States today is 
composed of Protestant clergymen.” 


This is a startling statement but Mat- 
thews did not leave it dangling in mid 
air devoid of documentary support. He 
proved it! 


The following quotation will serve 
to illustrate the method used in organ- 
izing and presenting his facts: 


“On April 1, 1951, the Congressional 
Committee on Un-American Activities 
issued its ‘Report on the Communist 
Peace Offensive — A Campaign to Dis- 
arm and Defeat the United States.’ That 
report led off with the conclusion that 
‘the most dangerous hoax ever devised 
by the international Communist con- 
spiracy is the current world-wide peace 
offensive.” 


“One very remarkable feature of the 
ongressional committee’s report on the 
phony Communist ‘peace’ offensive was 
apparently overlooked by many, includ- 
ing some of the committee’s members. 
In this single volume of the Congres- 
sional Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, four hundred seventy-one Pro- 
testant clergymen are named as partici- 
pants in this phony Communist ‘peace’ 
maneuver. 


“In giving the names of only four 





hundred seventy-one clergymen who 
have attached themselves to this ‘cam- 
paign to disarm and defeat the United 
States,’ the Congressional committee 
was conservative. The fact is that more 
than one thousand Protestant clergy- 
men have been participants in the Com- 
munist ‘peace’ organizations which are 
named in the committee’s report.” 


Several other Communist front or- 
ganizations, existing through the sup- 
port of duped members of the Protes- 
tant clergy, are brought into focus in 
the article. Room was found in the ar- 
ticle to print the names of scores of such 
Ministers, typical of a few thousand 
more. 


Matthews places the number of Min- 
isters associated with the Communist 
movement in the United States at 7,000 
as compared with 3,500 school teachers. 
No one will deny that his indictment is 
a serious blow to the Protestant forces 
of the United States. 


But he is. careful to say that “the vast 
majority of American Protestant clergy- 
men are loyal to the free institutions of 
the Country, as well as loyal to their sol- 
emn trust as Ministers of the Gospel.” 


On the negative side, two avenues of 
thought will open before the average 
Christian reader: 


(1) The reference which he makes to 
an alleged “Judeo-Christian theology 
and philosophy” — as if there could be 
such a thing! Most readers will regard 
this as a sop, an indication of weakness, 
designed to keep down Jewish opposi- 
tion against the writer as a penalty for 
opposing Communism. 


The word “Judeo” used as a prefix 
to “Christian” makes the term a mis- 
nomer. There can be no such thing as 
Judaistic Talmudic Christianity. The di- 
vine Saviour, the Apostles and early 
Church Fathers put an end to any such 
line of reasoning long ago. 


(2) Since the article treats only on 
Communist infiltration of Protestant 
ranks, readers will expect the author to 
follow the discussion with another, 
showing how leftist doctrines have also 
invaded certain areas of the Catholic 
Church. And Dr. Matthews will not have 
to leave his home city, New York, to 
start assembling the facts.

I have just finished reading part of 
an explanatory statement which precedes 
a seven-page article in the current issue 
of Man’s Magazine on the work being 
done at the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic of 
Dallas, Texas ... in its attack against 
the cancer scourge which has brought 
so much pain and misery upon the hu- 
man family.

“More than 3,000 cancer victims are 
now being treated by the Hoxsey Clinic 
A maximum charge to patients accepted 
is four hundred dollars regardless of the 
length of the treatment or their ability 
to pay more. Many don’t have any 
money left by the time they get to Hox- 
sey but no worthy case is ever turned 
away because of lack of funds. During 
Hoxsey’s several court trials patients 
have flocked to testify in his behalf or 
have sent statements attesting to their 
cure.” (end of quotation) 


Now, turning to the next two pages, 
we start reading case histories of sever- 
al outstanding cures. Some of these re- 
ports are supported by photographs. 


Here, for instance, are two pictures of 
Mr. H. W. Robbins, a resident of Rush 
Springs, Oklahoma. The first picture 
shows an angry carcinoma on his lip 


before the Hoxsey treatment was admin- — 


istered. The second picture shows the 
growth to have disappeared and the lip 
completely healed. Naturally Mr. Rob- 
bins is a booster and supporter of the 
Hoxsey method. 


Then under the pictures of Mr. Rob- 
bins are two more, similar in size, of 
Mr. W. W. Lankford of Wichita Falls, 
Texas. Mr. Lankford’s cancer covered 
a large part of the right side of his face. 
The picture on the left shows the growth 
before the Hoxsey medications were ap- 
plied. The picture on the right shows 
only a scar where the growth had ex- 
isted. Mr. Lankford is a very happy man. 


Next we see a series of X-ray pictures 
taken at various stages, tracing the 
changes and final cure of Mr. J. C. Bar- 
ton whose cancer was on the leg. Close 
to these X-rays is a photograph of Dr. 
D. M. Randall, chief of staff at the Clin- 


ic, shown standing beside this patient. 
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A large number of other photographs 
and case histories of cures: follow as the 
article progresses. 


It is evident that Mr. Bernard com. 
posed his article with two major 
thoughts in mind. First to present the 
theoretical approach and scientific basis 
of the Hoxsey system. And second to of- 
fer a series of practical demonstrations, 
a faithful portrayal of results.

Every time I got an M.D. to work 
with me he was scared off by threats to 
lift his license. 


“IT couldn’t just stand by and watch 
human beings die like flies when I had 
medicine that might save them.’” 


And this, friends of the listening 
audience, is as far as I will be able to go 
in quoting from the article in the August 
number of Man’s Magazine. | have only 
been able in the time available to touch 
the outer fringe.

Dr. D. M. Randall, chief of staff at 
the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, has explained 
the scientific principle which underlies 
the system.

chemotherapy. It consists of two groups 
of medicine. 


One is taken internally to correct the 
abnormal chemistry of the blood and to 
normalize cell metabolism. The second 
is a compound applied locally in exter- 
nal cases to stop the malignancy from 
spreading and to hasten elimination of 
the cancer cells. 


Dr. Randall says: “We take blood 
tests and urinalysis of each patient when 
he enters the Clinic as well as gastric 
analysis if that is indicated. If these dis- 
close evidence of any subsidiary disor- 
der or disease, such as syphilis, which 
might contribute to abnormal blood con- 
dition, we use commonly accepted treat- 
ment to clear it up.

MR. LANGER. Mr. President, I sub- 
mit for appropriate reference a resolu- 
tion providing for an investigation of 
the plight of Palestinian Arab refugees, 
and I ask unanimous consent that I be 
permitted to make a brief statement in 
connection with the resolution. 


The PRESIDING OFFICER. The re- 
solution will be received and appropri- 
ately referred, and, without objection, 
the Senator from North Dakota may 
proceed. 


The resolution (S. Res. 81), submit- 
ted by Mr. Langer was referred to the 
Committee on the Judiciary, as follows: 


Whereas the people of the United States have 
historically maintained firm bonds of friendship 
with the people of the Arab world in our common 
objectives of freedom, peace, and world order; 
and 


Whereas the people of the United States are 
genuinely interested in the political, social, and 
economic advancement of the people of the Arab 
world in the furtherance of our common objec- 
tives; and 


Whereas the people of the United States are 
compassionately concerned over the plight of near- 
ly 1 million Palestinian Arab refugees who have 
been displaced from their homes by military op- 
erations; and 


Whereas the concern of the people of the Unit- 
ed States over the Palestinian Arab refugees has 
been evidenced by the substantial contributions by 
the Government of the United States and by vol- 
untary contributions by the people of the United 
States toward the relief of the Palestinian Arab 
refugees; and 


Whereas the masters of the Kremlin have not 
only failed and refused to assist the Palestinian 
Arab refugees, but are plotting to create chaos 
throughout the entire Middle East; and 


Whereas this diabolical plot, buttressed by false 
propaganda and intrigue, is designed to disrupt 
the amicable relations between the American pco- 
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ple and the people of the Arab world and to ad- 
vance the aims of the world Communist con- 
spiracy: Now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary, 
or any duly authorized subcommittee thereof, is 
authorized and directed to duct an i diat 
thorough, and complete study, survey, and inves- 
tigation of— 





(1) the plight of the Palestinian Arab refugees 
and the measures which have been taken to as- 
sist them; 


(2) the efforts of the Communists to exploit the 
plight of the Palestinian Arab refugees in order 
to advance the aims of the world Communist con- 
spiracy; and 


(3) methods and plans for improving and mak- 
ing more effective governmental and intergov- 
ernmental programs of assistance to the Pales- 
tinian Arab refugees. 


The committee shall report to the Senate from 
time to time the results of its study, survey, and 
investigation, together with such recommendations 
as it deems appropriate to the cccomplishment of 
the purposes of this resolution. 


Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, inter- 
national Communism feeds on human 
suffering and human suffering knows no 
political boundaries. 


These truths are evident in the situa- 
tion in the Middle East where there are 
today some 1 million Palestinian Arab 
refugees who have been displaced from 
their homes by military operations ... 


Human suffering has always found a 
warm response in the hearts and minds 
of the American people. In this particu- 
lar instance, our instinctive humanitar- 
ian impulses to help suffering humanity 
are fortified by the strategic and econo- 
mic importance of the Middle East 
which is even at this moment being bom- 
barded by the poisonous propaganda 
of world communism. 
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At this point, Mr. President, I ask 
unanimous consent to have printed in 
the body of the Congressional Record 
as a part of my remarks, an address giv- 
en by Edwin N. Locke, Jr., former re- 
gional Ambassador in the Near East de- 
livered at a recent banquet of the Amer- 
ican Friends of the Middle East, held 
in New York City: 


There being no objection, the address 
was ordered to be printed in the Con- 
gressional Record, as follows: 





“It is not entirely unknown that my 
views as to what the United States 
should be doing in the Near East do not 
coincide with those of the Department 
responsible for the conduct of our for- 
eign relations. Thus I gladly avail my- 
self of this opportunity—I am not at all 
reluctant about it—to present publicly 
to you, and through you, I hope, to 
many others similarly interested and 
anxious, my own appraisal of the situa- 
tion and the remedies so urgently re- 
quired. 


“Differences of opinion can be a sign 
of good health and vitality, but when a 
certain course is persisted in, year after 
year, in the face of calamity after calam- 
ity and despite increasingly clear sig- 
nals of disaster ahead, is this not evi- 
dence enough that something is badly 
wrong and that prompt changes should 
be made? At such a point, is it not 
sound and prudent to stop and take a 
fresh look, to consider a new policy, a 
new approach? .. 


“TI see no reason to be reticent about 
the Near East. We no longer have the 
time or the margin of safety for that. 
We must present the facts as we see 
them. President Eisenhower, in his 
splendid inaugural address, stated that 
one of the virtues most cherished by free 
peoples was the love of truth. I cannot 
do less than emulate the highest author- 
ity in the land. 


“I shall start, therefore, by saying a 
truthful but most unwelcome thing. | 
shall start by saying that we are rapidly 
losing the cold war in the Near East. We 
are losing it in the very heart of the 
area—the Arab states. And if we do 
much more losing there, we shall sud- 
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denly find ourselves engaged in a full- 
scale shooting war. This is not a matter 
of opinion. It is a plain and simple and 
all-too-disturbing fact. 


“Let us look at the principal trouble 
spots. 


“First, and before all, relations be- 
tween Israel and her Arab neighbors are 
about as bad as they can be short of war 
... Even the city of Jerusalem, so rever- 
ed by Christian, Jew, and Moslem, is 
divided into two parts by a 50-foot strip 
of no-man’s land. Most of the old city 
with such shrines as the Holy Sepulchre 
is on the Arab side. Most of the new city 
is held by the Israelis. But there are fre- 
quent violations of the armistice lines 
in both directions. Shootings are not 
uncommon and death is not a rarity. 
There is no trade across the lines, for 
the Arabs maintain a complete block- 
ade. 


“The Arab refugees who fled from 
Palestine at the time of the fighting are 
insisting more vehemently than ever on 
the right to go back to their homes and 
farms and shops. And for those who 
may not choose to return they claim fair 
compensation for losses suffered and 
possessions left behind. Yet Israel has 
neither the space nor the resources with 
which to meet these demands, so the bit- 
terness and tension on both sides grows 
and deepens. 


“Jew fears Arab, and Arab fears Jew. 
Neither side has any confidence in the 
other, and each asks constantly for 
arms, 


“Is that winning the cold war in the 
Near East? 


“Trouble spot No. 2 is the Arab re- 
fugee population and the United Na- 
tions agency established to help them. 


“There are one million of these re- 
fugees. They are now in their fifth year 
of homelessness. Such meager resources 
as they may have had in the beginning 
are now gone and most of them are com- 
pletely destitute. Today there are no less 
than 870,000 receiving rations, and this 
figure is growing steadily. Two years 
ago there were 830,000 refugees on the 
ration rolls, a year ago 851,000 and by 
1954 it is not unlikely that a total of 
900,000 will be dependent on this type 
of charity for sheer survival. 
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“Some months ago, after personal vis- 
its to a large number of refugees in 
camps and elsewhere, I said in a state- 
ment to the press that I considered their 
situation more serious than it had ever 
been before. I added: ‘Their morale, 
that precious spirit of courage and con- 
fidence which enables mankind to en- 





dure so much, is failing. The refugees 
are inclining toward despair and ex- 
treme solutions.’ Today I would repeat 
that statement, and with increased em- 
phasis ... 


“I come now to the third broad prob- 
lem. General conditions of life for the 
great mass of people throughout the 
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Near East are at a low level. Incomes 
often do not provide even the bare ne- 
cessities for survival. Disease is com- 
mon, education uncommon ... 


“As these months of fumbling and in- 
action go by, and as the people of the 
Arab States learn more of their appar- 
ently hopeless lot in life and of what 
better conditions are coming to pass in 
other parts of the world, a burning 
sense of resentment and revolt possesses 
them. Like the refugees they incline to- 
ward extreme solutions. 


“Ts this something we can ignore as of 
no great importance in.the cold war? 


“There is a fourth source of trouble. 
It is the deep suspicion and _ hostility 
with which the Arabs look upon the 
British and the French. Most Arab coun- 
tries have only recently achieved their 
independence, and in most cases they 
achieved it from either France or Eng- 
land. They are supersensitive regarding 
even the most inconsequential aspects 
of their national sovereignty. 


“It should not be so surprising then, 
when we see the Arabs take such an ab- 
solute and uncomprising position 
against the continuance of British troops 
in the Suez Canal Zone. There are also 
British troops and British airfields in 
Iraq and Jordan, about which we hear 
less but which are nonetheless strongly 
resented and opposed. The French posi- 
tion in North Africa with its large Arab 
population is similar and is followed 
with equal interest, sympathy, and sup- 
port by Arabs everywhere ... 


“Three things are needed and needed 
at once; hope, talent, and an idea. 


“It is the Arab peoples who need the 
hope. They have believed uniquely in 
the United States, in its ideals and prin- 
ciples, for a hundred years or more. 
They still retain a residue of confidence 
in us, but under the torrent of our mis- 
takes in the Near East since World War 
II this confidence is fast being eroded 
away. In a final effort of faith they are 
looking to the new administration in 





Washington to demonstrate that the old 
virtues still run strong in America. 


“On the first occasion, therefore, in 
the next few weeks, I urge that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, no one less, express 
publicly in short and simple terms our 
love and admiration for the Arab peo- 
ples, our understanding of their prob- 
lems, and our keen interest in doing all 
that is reasonably within our power to 
bring about just and enduring solutions. 
The President’s voice would come at the 
eleventh hour, but psychologically it 
would work wonders. Such a lift in mo- 
rale is essential, if the Arabs are to hold 
the line while a new effort is being or- 
ganized. 


“I have said that hope is needed 
by the Arabs. The talent is needed by 
the United States. We have been sending 
to the Arab nations in recent years — 
and there are some notable exceptions 
— third and fourth rate men. Is it a 
wonder that the results are as poor as 
they have been? 


“We have concentrated our talent 
largely in Europe, with rather good ef- 
fect to be sure, but meanwhile the Near 
East has nearly slipped away from us. 
Extensive changes in personnel must be 
made both in Washington and in the 
field. Provide the talent and the job can 
be done. In times of stormy weather 
such as these I think of the famous lines 
of J. G. Holland entitled ‘Wanted’:

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President,  sta- 
bility and security cannot possibly be 
maintained in the vital Middle East area 
of the world with approximately a mil- 
lion hungry, disillusioned, and embit- 
tered human beings, who are the objects 
of communistic propaganda designed to 
disrupt every semblance of order.

world order, are being impaired by the 
plight of the Palestinian Arab refugees.

953 SEMINARY GRADUATING CLASS 








THE DEFENDERS Theological Sem- 
inary of Puerto Rico has rounded 
out another school-year ... its eighth, 
with a graduating class of thirteen men, 
whose pictures appear on this page. 


It will be noted that these graduates 
are for most part men of mature years, 
old enough to assure fixed objectives in 
the service of Christ. 


The members of this group have been 
trained according to the principle laid 
down in II Timothy 2:15, “Study to 
shew thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be asham- 
ed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” 


Years of toil and painstaking effort 
have gone into the program which make 
possible the results portrayed in these 
thirteen pictures. It is not a small thing 
to develop a mission field to the place 
where trained native Pastors are re- 
quired to preside over indigenous con- 
gregations ... and then establish a 
school, in which leaders can be produc- 
ed to meet this need. 


Believing that natives understand the 
language, customs, traditions, habits and 
spiritual needs of their own people bet- 
ter than outsiders, the Defenders organ- 
ization majors on developing local lead- 
ership instead of sending “foreign” mis- 
sionaries into the various fields served. 


This method has stood the test, and is 





producing desired results, in the West 
Indies. 


While the last decade has witnessed 
economic progress in Puerto Rico, great 
poverty exists in all parts of the Island 
... due in part to overpopulation. Many 
of the Seminary students come from the 
poorest and humblest walks of life. 
Their schooling depends upon assist- 
ance received from Christians residing 
in the United States who possess a mis- 
sionary vision and Calvary-heart mo- 
tive. This is true of those just graduated. 


It is not because Puerto Ricans are 
lazy that their children run naked, and 
whole families go to bed hungry, night 
after night. They gladly work when em- 
oe Soman is available. Industries are 
acking. The average man who toils in 
the sugar cane, may expect employment 
for only two or three months out of the 
year. 


The school offers a three-year course 
of intensive training equal to the best 
available in fundamental seminaries 
and Bible training institutes of the Unit- 
ed States. 


By decision of the Board of Trustees 
and Faculty, the financial plan used in 
the past will be continued in the next 
school-year — whereby readers of this 
Magazine may sponsor students of their 
own. Seminary operating costs average 





$17.50 per student, each month. (Ex- 
ample: the monthly budget for 100 stu- 
dents would be $1,750.00 ... and the 
enrollment each year averages approxi- 
mately one hundred.) 


The above figure provides for bare 
essentials, such as food, books, dormi- 
tory accommodations for those who live 
on the premises ... and other inciden- 
tals. The person here at home who 
agrees to contribute this amount, for 
nine consecutive months, is assigned a 
student and becomes known as a “Spon- 


” 


sor. 


Each Sponsor receives a photograph, 
biographical statement and personal 
testimony of his student, together with 
reports of classroom work. The support 
may be paid by the month, or in a lump 
sum as convenient. Not only individuals, 
but Churches, Sunday Schools or other 
groups may assume the care of a stu- 
dent. 


Thirteen Sponsors are happy this 
month over the graduation of their re- 
spective students. 


Readers of this Department of The 
Defender Magazine will please bear in 
mind that the next school-year will start 
in September (1953) ... and be think- 
ing and praying about assuming the sup- 
port of a student. A large enrollment is 
anticipated.

FROM 
PUERTO RICO 








Dr. John R. Turnbull, one of the truly great missionary statesmen 





of our generation, recently accepted an assignment to Puerto Rico un- 





der Defender auspices. His first engrossing and chatty report was pub- 





lished in this Department last month. The second and final installment 





appears below. 











ROPICAL FRUITS abound in this 

land of continuous summer. I have 
been drinking pineapple juice instead 
of water. This is the season for mangoes, 
the luscious fruit that came originally 
from far away India. Every day you 
may enjoy a different kind of banana. 
You may have Mamey apples, Barbados 
cherries, genipe, guavas, oranges, grape- 
fruit, papayas or cajuil — to mention 
only a few of Puerto Rico’s many fruits. 


There is also the fruit of Spanish cul- 
ture which many Puerto Ricans love 
dearly. Contact with Spain is treasured. 
That is part of the missionary picture 
which must be seen to, be understood. 
Instead of “made in Japan” you find 
“made in Spain” on the little fan given 
to you by a thoughtful hostess. 


In the Post Office I was introduced to 
some newlyweds. She had come recently 
from Spain. A neighbor’s son is going to 
Spain this fall to study medicine. Much 
of Puerto Rico’s attractive architecture 
is distinctly Spanish. Boats from Spain 
maintain constant trade with the Island. 
The language is Spanish for the greater 
part. But culture falls short. Rather, as 
Paul found in learned Athens, culture 
may be a missionary obstacle. 


Then, there is the fruit of American- 
ism in Puerto Rico. Since 1898 this 
beautiful Country has been trained in 
everything American. Uncle Sam has 
generously given it the best roads in the 





Caribbean, a good school system and 
the largest university of the Antilles. 
For those who can buy them there are 
radios and refrigerators. Multitudes in 
the interior know nothing of such 
things. 


Material advantages are to be desired 
but Puerto Rico’s need goes deeper. 
Only Christ can bring inward calm, “not 
as the world giveth.” His salvation gives 
heart rest. Puerto Rico is becoming 
Americanized. It is the great desire of 
the Defender Mission that the Island 
may also be evangelized. That is very 
different! 


Religious liberty is another marvel- 
ous fruit of the human spirit and great- 
ly appreciated in Puerto Rico. On var- 
ious occasions the matter has been put 
to the test. For instance, last year one of 
the most famous religious orators of 
Catholic Spain visited Puerto Rico. At 
the same time a prominent American 
evangelist was holding great meetings 
in San Juan at the race course, with the 
largest attendance in the history of the 
Island, far exceeding even the immense 
political gatherings. 


The Spanish visitor became incensed. 
He told the Governor that the American 
should be silenced. The Governor re- 
fused. Dr. Rodriguez, leader of the De- 
fender work in the Carribbean, went on 
the air over a radio station in the capi- 
tal. He reminded Puerto Ricans and the 
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gentleman from Spain that religious 
freedom existed in that part of the 
world ... and the well-known evangelist 
from the States continued preaching. 


More precious than all other fruits in 
Puerto Rico is the fruit of evangelism. 
The Master’s vineyard here is truly 
“ripe and ready to harvest.” To those 
of us who are interested in eternal re- 
sults, Puerto Rico is an ideal missionary 
opportunity. It is readily accessible. The 
people listen and are responsive to the 
Gospel. 


The Defender Mission has an aggres- 
sive program for establishing churches 
in every section of the Island. It will 
take some years to do the job but the 
organization’s methods have been test- 


ed and found workable. 


Yesterday Dr. Rodriguez unburdened 
his heart to me. He felt that I would un- 
derstand. Here it is, He wants to reach 
the neglected Puerto Ricans in the out- 
lying districts. 


He said: “We want to give the Gospel 
to the districts that won’t get it unless 
we go to them. We do not want preach- 
ers that have their eye on city positions. 
We do not want professional preachers. 
Our men are humble fellows who are 
willing to live out in the country just 
as their neighbors do.” 


In America years ago I heard a slo- 
gan that fits this situation: “Use neg- 
lected forces to give a neglected Gospel 
to neglected people.” 














Most of the people who need to be 
reached are in the remote country areas. 
High mountains and deep valleys screen 
them off from the larger towns. It means 
hard work for humble Puerto Rican 
witnesses to trudge along upland trails 
and down into the vales of need. They 
are unremitting. They have a love for 
souls that knows no quitting. 


Only the Holy Spirit can _ produce 
such men. The Defender Mission has 
them. But they urgently need loving 
sympathy and material support from 
Christians in the States, I like that line 
in the hymn: “Pray for your part in the 
harvest.” The fruit will be yours too! 


Last week I was in a meeting, in a 
different Defender Church, every night. 
Each was inspiring. We began on Mon- 
day in the Seminary auditorium at Rio 
Piedras. No advertising is necessary. 
There is nothing superficial about this 
type of solid evangelism. They have a 
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saying down here: “Every Christian A 
Witness.” That would be a good motto 
for Americans in Chicago, Kalamazoo, 
Denver and other cities! 


On Tuesday six of us went in the 
Mission station wagon to a lovely De- 
fender Church in the Villapalmeras dis- 
trict. Every seat in the snow-white audi- 
torium was filled and many were stand- 
ing at the door and outside the windows. 
That meeting was an entirely new ex- 
perience for me. I thought I had heard 
Gospel singing before, but the congre- 
gation was superb. 


On the platform with her accordion 
to lead was Rev. Elenia Rolon. Two 
young ladies made tambourines talk as 
only those of Spanish blood can. A smil- 
ing man was wielding a “guiro” — an 
instrument made from a long gourd. 


They were a happy crowd, bubbling 
over with sheer joy of worship. Every 
person sang in perfect control, with “all 
the stops out.” It was a beautiful sight 
and very uplifting. I preached. Mrs. 


‘Rolon interpreted. In all other services 


that week, Dr. Rodriguez interpreted 
for me. 


On Wednesday we drove out to a 
small Chapel-Church in the country. It 
was called Rio Canyas. The place was 
small but not the audience. They had a 
public address system that pulled folks 
down the mountainside. Th o s e who 
could not get inside the building stood 
patiently without while “the tall Amer- 
ican preached and Dr. Rodriguez en- 
thusiastically translated. 


On Thursday evening there was a 
heavy rain, but off we went to Sabana 
Seca. There we were welcomed in the 
new but unfinished Church. It is a neat, 
solid edifice that will seat about 300 
people when completed. I was amazed 
when I heard of the sacrifice now being 
made by the members to provide this 
Gospel center in a needy community. 


After the service at Sabana Seca I 
met a man who would pass for about 70 
in the States. He does farming in a small 
way. He wields a big knife to cut sugar 
cane and says he can still do the work 
of a young man. He had walked several 
miles to the service and intended to 
walk home. We were going his way so 
Dr. Rodriguez gave him a ride in the 
station wagon. He was born just 94 
years ago. God bless him. He represents 
the admirable spirit of eagerness so 
noticeable here. 


Converts love their humble little 
Churches. They sing and pray, hear the 
Word preached and take new hope at 
the services, They have a fire in their 
bosoms that nothing can quench. But 
they need help to establish more and 
still more worship centers. 





For many years I have been interest- 
ed in methods of conducting missionary 
work. I honestly like the Defender sys- 
tem. The burden is not put entirely on 
American friends nor upon the hard 
working, financially pressed converts in 
Puerto Rico. It is, rather, a spiritual 
partnership. 


My report can be summed up briefly. 
The converts here are giving joyfully 
but very sacrificially. The great fruit- 
fulness of the Mission, the many souls 
being saved, are an urgent reason why 
friends in the homeland should give 
generously to keep up with the noble 
spirit of our beloved Puerto Rican 
brethren. ; 


As surely as we enlarge our output 
of support, the ingathering of souls will 
increase. To help build a Church or 
Chapel is to give these converts a better 
base from which to launch out for more 
souls. For every little country meeting 
place, there should be a Friend in the 
States to lift the burden, in order that 
the native leader may be better fortified 
to win others. (A fuller explanation of 
support plans can be obtained by writ- 
ing to Wichita Headquarters.) It is al- 
ways in good order to send missionary 
gifts to be used where most needed. 


There is a city on the South side of 
the Island called Guayama. Six of us 
devoted three days there. I spoke each 
night and also on the local radio sta- 
tion. As a younger man, Dr. Rodriguez 
spent a few years there and had a very 
fruitful ministry. It was evident that he 
has the respect of the whole place. 


The Defender Church, well built and 
commodious, is in the heart of the city. 
The services reminded me of my happy 
boyhood when I was saved as a result 
of special meetings. We children used 
to sit night after night on the edge of 
the platform for all seats were filled 
with adults. And so it was in Guayama. 
The place overflowed. The doors, at 
sidewalk level, were filled and many 
stood outside. 





The last night reached a point of high 
tide. The elite of the community were 
in attendance, along with the working 
folks. A photographer came in every 
night ten miles. Mr. Pol, a fisherman, 
kept asking for Dr. Winrod whom he 
greatly admires. Some people came sev- 
eral miles from a sugar mill district. I 
must confess that I was very happily 
surprised when the manager of a hotel 
came. He had heard me on the radio 
program. He was born in Spain. We all 
felt that God did a very precious work 
in many lives during those three nights 
in Guayama. 


Saturday night we spent in Ponce, al- 
so on the south coast. The Defender 
Church is strategically situated in that 
old city. Ponce was named after the fa- 
mous Ponce de Leon, who did not find 
the fountain of youth in Florida. Peo- 
ple are finding living water in that 
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place. They drink, receive eternal life, 
and will live forever. 

The total results of meetings in all 
the Defender Churches, month after 
month, are tremendous. The greater 
fruitage is gathered in the rural areas, 
in the small communities, in the neg- 
lected by-paths, in the settlements off 
the main roads. 


I have observed in various countries 
that the more difficult it is to reach peo- 
ple, the less enthusiastic most agencies 
are to preach to them. Not so with the 
Defender men! They glory in going 
where others have not gone. They have 
a strong conviction from Heaven that 
they are responsible to go where others 
have not, or will not, go. That is a sure 
sign of genuine evangelism. 


I have not tried to estimate the thous- 
ands of communicants in the Defender 
fold, for this is difficult. There are more 
than 150 places of worship on the 
Island. That is magnificent. With them 
we give the glory to the Master who has 
set His seal upon their labors. 


I have visited many of these light- 
houses, big and little, and will be see- 
ing more of them after this report is 
written. It would take months to visit 
them all. I am here for only a few 
weeks. It has been a real joy to meet 
daily some of the faithful men and 
women who are doing the work. 


On our way back to Rio Piedras from 
Guayama we passed through the town of 
Maunabo. There Dr. Rodriguez was 
born. From a ridge beyond the town he 
pointed out, miles away, another De- 
fender Church. Up in the hills near 
there, he was saved, when a boy. His 
life has been like that of the prophet 
Samuel, above reproach and devoted en- 
tirely to the Lord. His converts are scat- 
tered all over this Island and in other 
countries. 


Quintana is the name of the place 
where I had the pleasure of attending a 
dedication service last Sunday. It was 
just a little Chapel on the back of the 
lot, consisting of one room. But I am 
sure the Master loves that place. I 
thought of His words: “Fear not little 
flock.” It was built by a Puerto Rican 
soldier of the Cross. He did not have 
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Help Us Evangelize Russians and Others

I take my stand on the King James 
translation of the Holy Bible for sev- 
eral reasons: 


(1) It has stood the test of the cen- 
turies. 


(2) It is clear on the Virgin Birth of 
Jesus, His deity, revelation itself, the 
blood atonement, the bodily resurrec- 
tion of our Lord and His coming again. 


(3) It is just as clear on the whole 
plan of salvation. 


(4) It is couched in such language 
as to make it distinctive and raise it 
above the level of other books, even oth- 
er translations of the Bible. 


(5) No substitute of whatever schol- 
arly origin, has been able to push it 
aside and take its place with the people, 
nor will this latest succeed. 


(6) I am convinced that the God who 
gave the Book to us, via the King James’ 
translators, supernaturally led in_ its 
translation, has supernaturally protect- 
ed it up through the generations and 
will supernaturally defend it against 
this latest attempt at substitution. 


I am not objecting to legitimate and 
worth-while changes in language, where 
certain words have become obsolete and 
modern wording may clarify, though I 
do protest against the popular idea that 
the Bible should be brought down to the 
level of other books. Modern scholar- 
ship has attempted to lower the level of 
God Himself. I invite the utmost candor 
and scrutiny of the Word of God by

honest, sincere consecrated Christian 
scholarship. I am not afraid that God’s 
Word, as it has come down to us from 
the sanctified teachings of the Christian 
leaders of the past, will suffer from 
such scrutiny.

A PATTERN OF 
CHRISTIAN CONDUCT 


Romans 6:1-14. Chapter 12 











EMORY TEXT: “Be kindly affec- 

tioned one to another with brotherly 
love; in honour preferring one anoth- 
er.” Romans 12:10. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “ALIVE.” 


Such words as “life,” “live,” “liveth” 
and “alive” appear prominently in to- 
day’s Lesson. The inner and outer lives 
of the believer are subjects of discus- 
sion. The inner serves as a blueprint for 
the outer. 


The relation of inner heart attitudes, 
to outer conduct, is that of cause to ef- 
fect. Men live from the inside out! 
Christ in the heart assures ennobling 
thoughts and clean living standards. 


Believers are exhorted to do three 
things: (1) reckon themselves dead to 
sin and alive to God, (2) “let not sin 
reign” in their mortal bodies and (3) 
present the members of the human body 
as instruments of righteousness. 


“Present your bodies a living sacri- 
fice.” The body can be made a vehicle 
for sins common to unregenerate hu- 
manity. Lies, obscenity and blasphemy 
may pour through the mouth. Lust may 
entice the eyes. Evil speaking may be 
welcomed through the ears. 


Or the body can be made to serve the 
Lord. Every member thereof can be 
put to good use, Practically all that 
people know of us is what they see man- 
ifested through the physical body. 


Paul speaks of crucifying the “old 
man” — corrupt human nature, the in- 
born tendency toward evil. (See Ephe- 
sians 4:22.) After which an inner re- 
surrection takes place. (See Colossians 
3:9-10.) 


(2) THE KEY VERSES ARE RO- 
MANS 12:4-5. 


“For as we have many members in 
one body, and all members have not the 
same office: So we, being many, are one 
body in Christ, and every one members 
one of another.” 








The human body is made up of bil- 
lions of cells, pieces of building mater- 
ial, like bricks in an office. When a 
speck of protoplasm is surrounded with 
a wall it becomes a cell. Every human 
being is alive simultaneously in all the 
innumerable cells that enter into the 
composition of his body. 


In like manner, Christ is present in 
all the vast multitude of twice-born be- 
lievers who are members of His mysti- 


cal body. 


In the last analysis, there are only 
two races of people — the Adamic race 
and the in-Christed race. There are two 
Adams. The first Adam is the federal 
head of the human race. The second 
Adam is the federal head of the new 


race. 


“The first man Adam was made a liv- 
ing soul; the last Adam was made a 
quickening spirit.” Christ is to the new 
race what Adam was to the old race. 
If a man has been born once, he belongs 
to the old race ... but if born twice, he 
is a member of the new race. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TRUE CHRIS- 
TIANS REFLECT THE PRESENCE OF 
CHRIST. 


In the twelfth chapter of Romans, 
Paul gives a practical application to the 
great doctrine of Justification by Faith 
expounded earlier in the book. Intellec- 
tual perception is not enough. The 
teaching must be put into practice. 


The last thirteen verses comprise a 
mirror, in which the child of God may 
find himself. Blemishes on character 
that hinder the expression of Christ’s 
presence can be readily removed 
through cooperation with the Holy 
Spirit. 

True Christians, possessing the divine 
presence, have a natural desire to em- 
body in their personalities such virtues 
as Paul lists. Above everything else, 
they wish to reflect Christ’s presence in 
their daily walk.

THE WORKMANSHIP 
OF CHRIST 


Ephesians, Chapters 1 and 2 











EMORY TEXT: “Now therefore ye 

are no more strangers and foreign- 
ers, but fellowcitizens with the saints, 
and of the household of God.” Ephe- 
sians 2:19, 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES. 
SON IS “QUICKENED.” 


Paul visited Ephesus twice — once in 
A.D. 53 and again a year later. The trips 
are described in chapters 18 and 19 of 
the book of Acts. His pathetic farewell 
message to the Ephesian elders appears 
in Acts 20:17-38. 


It is a striking testimony to the crea- 
tive power of the Gospel, that such a 
remarkable Church should have been 
established in a center of pagan immor- 
ality and superstition. Ephesus, a fa- 
mous Greek city, was at that time the 
moral sewer of Asia Minor. 


Paul concerns himself in the Lesson 
for today, first, with the natural man’s 
original state ... and second, with the 
new man’s spiritual state. (See Ephe- 
sians 2:15) He commends Ephesian 
Christians for crossing the Great Divide 
that separates the two groups. He uses 
the: word “quickened” to describe their 
spiritual experiences. 


All men outside of Christ are in the 
power of Satan, controlled by the spirit 
of this world. Which is to say that they 
are bound by the habits, delusions and 
fleshly desires of a world at enmity 
with God. As Paul says, under “the 
prince of the power of the air,” “dead 
in trespasses and sin.” 


“But God,” he continues. Ephesians 
2:4. God intervened and made possible 
a complete change in citizenship. The 
transfer from the fleshly kingdom to 
the spiritual kingdom is by grace, not 
self effort (verses 8 and 9). 


“Our conversation is in heaven.” Phi- 
lippians 3:20. The root word for “con- 
versation” in this passage is citizenship. 
THE ANSWER TO THE WORLD’S NEED AND 
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(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EPHESIANS 
2:10. 


“For we are his workmanship, cre- 


ated in Christ Jesus unto good works.” 


Let it be remembered that the Temple 
of Diana stood in Ephesus, an imposing 
structure, one of the Seven Wonders of 
the old world. A hundred and twenty 
years were required to build it. Paul 
used this Temple as an illustration, to 
drive home certain truths regarding the 
Church. He compared it with the eternal 
structure, which is being built in the 
world. 


“We are his workmanship.” There 
was workmanship on the Temple of 
Diana, and Christians have been worked 
over in their moral natures by Jesus 


Christ, the Master Workman. 


“Built upon the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets.” The Temple 
had a foundation and the same was true 
regarding the Church. Likewise, both 
had cornerstones, “Jesus Christ himself 
being the chief corner stone” of the 
Church. 


Then Paul explained that believers, 
members of Christ’s body, are “fitly 
framed together.” There were many 
stones in the Temple, and many mem- 
bers in the Church — the “holy temple 
of the Lord.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIANS 
ARE SAVED BY GRACE TO WORK. 


A man cannot lift himself by pull- 
ing at his bootstraps ... and neither can 
he lift himself to spiritual levels by self 
effort. He cannot earn eternal life by 
good works ... and he has nothing to 
give in exchange for it. Salvation is a 
free gift. “For by grace are ye saved 
through faith.” 


While absolutely denying that believ- 
ers are saved by works, Paul asserts 
with equal strength that they are saved 
for works. Saved to work! A sure indi- 
cation of salvation in a life, is an ex- 
pressed desire on the part of the new 
convert to get busy in the vineyard of 


the Lord.

ATTAINING 
SPIRITUAL MATURITY 


Ephesians, Chapter 4. Luke 2:52 











EMORY TEXT: “But speaking the 

truth in love, may grow up into him 
in all things, which is the head, even 
Christ.” Ephesians 4:15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “GROW.” 


The book of Ephesians is laid out 
systematically. It puts first things first 
and leads the reader, step by step, to 
spiritual heights. “First the blade, then 
the ear, after that the full corn in the 
ear.” 


In the first half of the Epistle, Paul 
deals with what God has done for us, 
the application of Grace for salvation 
from sin. In the last half he deals with 
growth in Grace to the place of spiritual 
maturity. 


The transition is illustrated by the 
taking off of an old garment, and the 
putting up of a new one (verses 22-24). 
Algebra is not taught in kindergartens, 
and neither do babes in Christ readily 
digest the “strong meat of the Gospel.” 
Growth is the divine order. 


That portion of today’s Lesson drawn 
from Luke’s Gospel emphasizes the 
same truth. “And Jesus increased in 
wisdom and stature, and in favor with 
God and man.” 


Here the fact of the tricotomy of man 
is noted. Man is of a threefold nature. 
Paul referred to “your whole spirit, and 
soul and body” in his letter to the Thes- 
salonians. Even the Son of God, when 
stooping to our level, enjoyed mental 
progress (wisdom), physical develop- 
ment (stature) and _ spiritual growth 


(favor with God and man). 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan’s comment 
on this passage deserves consideration: 


“Here I submit that the translation ‘grew in 
favor’ is faulty and misleading. It has constantly 
been taken to mean that as He grew up, He be- 
came more and more a favorite with God and 
men. The preposition here rendered ‘with’ reveals 
the true meaning of the statement. It is the Greek 
preposition Para, meaning by the side of. He ad- 
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vanced in grace by the side of God and men. He 
lived in all the years of development, maintain- 
ing His fellowship with God, and His fellowship 
with men; by the side of God, and by the side of 
men. Abiding in grace, He advanced. Thus we 
see the spiritual development of Jesus from Boy- 
hood to Manheod under the constraint of a will 
submitted to God.” 


‘ hon THE KEY VERSE IS EPHESIANS 


“Neither give place to the devil.” 


Evil has a source, namely the person- 
ality of satan. A large segment of to- 
day’s Lesson is devoted to fortifying 
Ephesian believers against him. Paul 
wished them to be completely removed 
from his territory. 


This connects with the Apocalyptic 
description of “the great red dragon, 
that old serpent the Devil and Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world ... the 
accuser of our brethren.” 


When Satan strikes a believer he is 
striking Christ. When a believer yields 
to temptation, Christ is disgraced. We 
are told in Ephesians 6:11 to “put on 
the whole armour of God, that ye may 


be able to stand against the wiles of the 
devil.” 


In his book, “Satan,” Dr. Lewis 
Sperry Schafer says: “The believer is 
the object of satanic attack because of 
the fact that unto the child of God is 
committed the great ministry of recon- 
ciliation; that by his testimony, both in 
life and word, and by his prayers, the 
facts of redemption may be given to the 
world. If Satan can cripple the believ- 
er’s service, he accomplishes much in 
resisting the purpose of God.” 
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(3) THE KEY FACT: THE STATE OF 
THE BELIEVER IS PRESENTED IN A 
THREEFOLD ASPECT. 


His Position as a member of the body 
of Christ, Ephesians 4:1-6. His Rela- 
tion to other Christians respecting vari- 
ous spiritual gifts, Ephesians 4:7-16. 
His Conduct as a new man in Christ, 
Ephesians 4:17-32.

CHRISTIAN FAMILY LIFE 


Ephesians 5:15-33; 6:1-9 
Colossians 3:12-25 











EMORY TEXT: “And whatsoever 
ye do, do it heartily, as to the Lord, 
and not unto men.” Colossians 3:23. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MEMBERS.” 


Two great institutions, bulwarks of 
civilization, are brought into focus in 
today’s Lesson — the Church and the 
Home. The present hour finds the form- 
er in a state of spiritual laxity ... and 
the latter in a state of moral laxity. 


The power of the Church as a benign 
influence over the souls and consciences 
of men needs to be restored. The sancti- 
ty of the Home needs to be restored. 


Paul’s analogy of the Church as a 
family with Christ as the head, is full 
of tender meaning. “Husbands, love 
your wives, even as Christ also loved 
the church, and gave himself for it.” 


The Church is portrayed in many 
Scripture passages as the bride of 
Christ, loyal, chaste and devoted. But 
the sweetness, romance, fidelity and 
companionship of normal wedlock ut- 
terly fails to convey an understanding 
of the joyful relationship which exists 
between Christ and the members of His 
mystical body. 


It is not a small thing that human be- 
ings, living on mundane levels, aliens 














by nature, can be brought nigh to God 
and made members of this exalted 


body. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EPHESIANS 
§:15. 


“See then that ye walk circumspectly, 
not as fools, but as wise.” 


This exhortation reads in the Greek, 
“See how ye walk.” Double emphasis is 
compressed into the passage. See, take 
heed. And walk circumspectly. Both the 
act and the manner are included. See 
how you are walking with a view to 
being circumspect (accurate, exact). 


This connects with Colossians 4:5, 
“Walk in wisdom toward them that are 
without.” Or walk correctly, in relation 
to unbelievers around you, not giving 
cause for anyone to stumble. 


In other Lessons during recent weeks, 
Paul has dwelt upon our relation with 
God (vertical facts). But today’s text 
is concerned primarily with the Chris- 
tian’s personal and social relationships 
(horizontal facts). 


(3) A CHRISTIAN HOME IS 
EARTH’S NEAREST APPROACH TO 
PARADISE. 


Henry Grady, the great statesman 
from Georgia, told how he was thrilled 
the first time he visited Washington, 
D.C. He had been looking forward 
with anticipation to seeing the Nation’s 
Capitol building, which stands like a 
towering giant, at the end of Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue. 


Seeing the great building for the first 
time, thrilled to the depths of his soul, 
gazing upon the imposing structure, he 
experienced a deep emotional stir. With 
tears streaming down his cheeks, he 
cried: “So this is the home of the Na- 
tion! So this is the home of the Nation.” 


But, some time later, after returning 
to Georgia, Grady had occasion to spend 
a night in a humble planter’s cottage, 
on a cotton plantation. Before retiring, 
the father called his family together 
and in the flickering light of a tallow 











candle, read a portion of Scripture and 
knelt, with the members of his family, 
for evening prayer. It was a typical, old- 
fashioned experience — an experience 
which reflects the spirit that has made 
America a Nation strong and powerful, 


Naturally, such a sight would leave a 
lasting impression upon a man like 
Henry Grady. Stirred again, he said, 
“I was mistaken about the home of the 
Nation being in Washington. That pile 
of marble, magnificent as it is, is not 
the home of the Nation, but the home of 
the Nation is found in the dug-out, the 
planter’s home, the cabin, the cottage 
and everywhere where they teach chil- 


dren to honor the Word of God.”

August 9, 1953 
WARFARE OF THE CHRISTIAN 


I Cor. 9:24-27: Rom. 14:13-21 
Ephesians 6:10-20 











EMORY TEXT: “It is good neither 

to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor 
any thing whereby thy brother stum- 
bleth, or is offended, or is made weak.” 
Romans 14:21. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “RACE.” 


Paul often used various aspects of 
Greek athletic games to illustrate the 
struggles, problems and triumphs of the 
Christian in this life. Wherever he went 
in the Roman world, these contests came 
before his notice. The games were to the 
Greeks more a passion than an enter- 
tainment. Hence their suitableness as an 
image of Christian earnestness. 


Dr. Winrod says: “In my visits to 
Delphi, Athens and Corinth, I studied 
architectural ruins from the ancient 
past which showed the importance that 
the people of these cities attached to 
their games. The Gymnasium, or place 
of training, and the Stadium, or ground 
for running, were always the most fre- 
quented spots. 
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“These public events staged at stated 
times of the year became almost a re- 
ligion among the Greeks. Every candi- 
date for office was required to take an 
oath that he had been at least ten 
months in training and would permit 
none of the rules of the games to be 
violated. 


“Paul made this fact of stringent re- 
gulations serve him. II Timothy 2:5, 
‘And if a man also strive for masteries, 
yet he is not crowned, except he strive 
lawfully.’ This is a picture of a man on 
a race track, trying to win the wreath, 
observing the rules to avoid being 
counted out. 


“In like manner there are doctrines 
that demand acceptance and standards 
of conduct to be observed, in the Chris- 
tian race, in order to attain the goal.” 


Other New Testament passages which 
use the games as illustrations for driv- 
ing home spiritual truths include Acts 
13:25; Acts 20:24; Romans 9:15-16; 
II Thessalonians 3:1; II Timothy 4:7- 
8; Galatians 2:2; Philippians 2:16 and 
Philippians 3:12-14. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EPHESIANS 
6:12. 


“For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places.” 


Paul continues the illustration: “For 
we wrestle.” The games included wrest- 
ling, although foot racing was more po- 
pular. “Not against flesh and blood,” 
as in the Stadium, “but against princi- 
palities, against powers, against the 
tulers of the darkness of this world.” 


Dr. John Eadie says: “This terrible 
assemblage of satanically-energized be- 
ings is elsewhere referred to by Paul, 
as in I Timothy 4:1, ‘seducing spirits.’ 
and Ephesians 2:2 ‘the powers of the 
air.” These are fallen spirits who once 
occupied positions of rank and prero- 
gative in heaven and may still maintain 
a similar place among the hosts of 
apostate angels. It is no vulgar herd of 
fiends we encounter.” . 


Dr. G. Campbell Morgan interprets 
“sp'ritual wickedness in high places” 
as meaning “a realm beyond the earth- 
ly, not limited as man is for the mo- 
ment, by local conditions and geograph- 
ical situations; but moving in that spir- 
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itual realm by which man is so closely 
surrounded, and yet of which by reason 
of his flesh, he is so seldom conscious.” 


No man goes far in developing a life 
of prayer without becoming concious 
of Satanic opposition. But spiritual 
weapons put to faithful use, will clear 
the skies above the believer and defeat 
the powers of darkness that would hin- 


der. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE CHRIS- 
TIAN IS A SOLDIER CLOTHED 
WITH ARMOR. 


Everything good in the world has its 
enemies. This is true of Christians who 
are under constant Satanic attack. In 
today’s Lesson they are described not 
only as runners in a race ... but also 
as soldiers engaged in battle. 


“Put on the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil.” The word “wiles” 
means stratagems and implies that our 
common enemy has vast schemes, 
against which we need to be fortified. 
Piece by piece, Paul studies and des- 
cribes the armor of the believer. 


Dr. John Henry Jowett wrote: “Is 
the girdle we need this — ‘He loved me 
and gave Himself for me?’ Well, put it 
on. Or is it this — ‘We have forgive- 
ness through His blood?’ Put it on. Or 
is it this — ‘I will come again and re- 
ceive you unto myself?’ Put it on. Or 
is it this — ‘In My Father’s house are 
many mansions?’ Put it on. Or is it this 
— ‘I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee?’ Put it on ... Put on the girdle, 
wear it ever, night and day, and thou 
shalt find that in the strength of gospel 
truth thou are competent to meet all 
circumstances, and triumphantly per- 
fect thy Saviour’s will.”
